Brevities. 

A  page  of  pictures  of  the  Radium  Institute  appeared  in 
"  The  Sphere"  of  September  2. 

The  London  County  Council  is  appointing,  on  Septem- 
ber 14,  a  laboratory  assistant  at  150/.  a  year. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Duncan  has  won  the  monthly  medal  of  the 
London  Chemists'  Golfing  Society  with  a  score  of  86  less  7. 

Boots,  Ltd.,  have  acquired  land  in  Poplar  Street,  Not- 
tingham, on  which,  it  is  stated,  they  propose  to  erect  a 
large  soap-factory. 

The  diarrhoea  epidemic,  which  has  of  late  been  so  disas- 
trous to  child-life  in  Manchester  and  Salford,  show.s 
practically  no  diminution. 

Mr.  Daniel  Evans,  chemist,  Rhos,  recently  met  with  an 
accident  while  cycling  to  Bangor  Isycoed  Church,  where  he 
officiates  as  organist.  Fortunately  his  injuries  were  not 
serious. 

At  Hull  a  young  man  named  Thos.  Ed.  Martin  is  in 
custody  on  a  charge  of  attempting  to  murder  Ethel 
Richardson,  married  woman,  by  forcibly  administering 
laudanum. 

A  Supplement  to  "  The  Illustrated  Official  Journal 
(Patents)  "  for  September  6  gives  a  verbatim  report  of  the 
hearing  of  the  Vidal  dyes  patent  case  by  Mr.  Justice 
Parker  in  May  and  June. 

At  Guildford  on  August  26,  Clarissa  Denver,  grocer, 
Thursley,  was  summoned  for  selling  spirit  of  nitre  which 
was  deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite  to  the  extent  of  99  per  cent. 
The  Bench  dismissed  the  summons  on  payment  of  11.  costs. 

The  "Railway  Magazine  "  for  September  contains  an 
illustrated  article  by  Mr.  T.  R.  Perkins,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Henley- in- Arden,  on  the  Shropshire  and  Mont- 
gomeryshire Railway,  a  formerly  derelict  line  which  was 
reopened  last  April.  Three  of  the  illustrations  are  from 
photographs  by  the  writer's  brother,  Mr.  G.  M.  Perkins, 
pharmacist,  Knighton. 

The  Shoreditch  Guardians  have  decided  to  advertise  for 
a  district  medical  officer,  offering  a  salary  of  150/.  per 
annum.  The  offer  of  113/.  a  year,  which  the  Guardians 
first  offered  for  the  post,  caused  a  general  "boycott"  by 
medical  men  ;  and  the  Local  Government  Board,  in  calling 
upon  the  Guardians  to  find  a  medical  officer  at  once, 
pointed  out  that  this  object  could  only  be  gained  upon 
payment  of  a  reasonable  salary. 

An  interesting  lecture  on  "  Liebig  and  his  Influence  on 
the  Progress  of  Modern  Chemistry,"  delivered  at  Oxford 
on  August  23  by  Sir  Wm.  A.  Tilden,  F.R.S.,  is  printed  in 
full  in  "Nature"  for  August  24.  In  the  course  of  the 
lecture  Sir  William  said  :  "  In  this  country  the  first  labora- 
tory for  instruction  in  practical  chemistry  was  provided 
by  the  then  newly  instituted  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  at  their  premises  in  Bloomsbury  Square  "  : 
while  a  footnote  adds,  "  I  saw  this  laboratory  about 
1857.  It  had  the  aspect  which  one  usually  associates  with 
ideas  of  the  alchemists.  Many  of  the  operations  were  con- 
nected with  the  use  of  furnaces,  such  as  fusion,  sublima- 
tion, etc.,  and  the  place  was  full  of  smoke  and  fumes." 

"  The  Times  "  of  September  4  state.3  that,  in  accordance 
with  a  Parliamentary  Committee's  recommendation  in  1907 
that  post-office,  work  be  devolved  from  headquarters  to  a 
larger  extent,  England  is  to  be  divided  into  twelve  districts, 
each  under  the  supreme  charge  of  a  surveyor-general  at  a 
salary  of  1,000/.  Ireland  and  Scotland  are  to  have  one 
surveyor-general  each.  The  Postmaster-General,  writing  to 
our  contemporary  on  September  5,  states  that  the  appoint- 
ment of  surveyors-general  is  not  contemplated,  and  that 
devolution  of  work  was  made  in  1907,  and  further  addi- 
tional powers  given  to  local  officers  last  April.  There  has, 
a6  yet.  been  no  alteration  in  regard  to  surveyors'  districts, 
but  an  adjustment  of  boundaries  to  meet  the  new  needs  is 
under  consideration.

Chemist  Assistants'  Reform  Union. 

We  have  received  from  Mr.  H.  Bedding,  180  Brixton 
Hill,  London,  S.W.,  the  following  statement  of  the  objects 
of  this  "  Union  "  : 

1.  Abolition  of  all  female  labour  in  chemists'  shops  or 
drug-stores  who  are  employed  at  the  counter,  earning  less 
than  18s.  per  week. 

2.  Trade-union  rate  of  wages:  Qualified  assistants  not  less 
than  45s.  per  week  outdoors;  unqualified  assistants,  30s. 
outdoors. 

3.  Every  assistant  to  conform  to  Home  Secretary's  Shop- 
hours  Bill. 

4.  Legislation  to  bo  taken  by  Parliament  to  allow  Minor 
examinations  to  be  taken  in  two  parts. 

5.  Register  of  situations  vacant. 

6.  Entrance-fee,  2s.  bd. 

Paper-box  Trade  Wages  and  Hours. 

It  was  notified  in  the  "  London  Gazette  "  of  September  5 
that  the  Trade  Board  established  for  the  purpose  propose 
to  fix  minimum  time-rates  for  the  trade  of  making  boxes  or 
parts  thereof  made  wholly  or  partially  of  paper,  cardboard, 
chip,  or  similar  material  as  follows  : 

(a)  For  female  workers  in   a  factory  or  workshop  not 
being  a  domestic  factory  or  workshop,  id.  an  hour. 

(6)  For    female    homeworkers,    including   workers   in  a 
domestic  factory  or  workshop,  3(Z.  an  hour. 

The  following  are  the  minimum  time-rates  for  female 
learners  :  During  the  first  six  months  of  employment,  4s.  per 
week  ;  second  six  months,  5s. ;  third  six  months,  6s. :  fourth 
six  months,  8s.  ;  fifth  six  months,  9s.  ;  sixth  six  months, 
10s.  bd.  The  rates  are  based  on  a  week  of  fifty-two  hours. 
Any  objections  to  these  rates,  which  may  be  lodged  within 
three  months  from  September  4,  should  be  in  writing  and 
signed  with  full  name  and  address,  and  sent  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Paper-box  Trade  Board,  Trafalgar  Buildings, 
Northumberland  Avenue,  London,  W.C. 
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Martin. 


Mr.  C.  W.  Martin's  Jubilee. 

Mr.  Charles  W.  Martin  has  completed  half  a  century 
in  the  service  of  Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons,  Aldersgate 
Street,  London,  E.C.  Few,  if 
any,  travellers  in  London  are 
better  known  to  chemists  than 
Mr.  Martin,  and  all  will  be 
pleased  to  learn  that  Mr.  Mar- 
tin's colleagues  have  honoured 
him  on  the  occasion.  This  was  at 
a  meeting  of  the  staff  on  Friday, 
September  1,  when  Mr.  Wharton 
le  Plastrier  (one  of  the  oldest 
members  of  the  staff)  occupied 
the  chair,  and  presented  Mr. 
Martin  with  a  handsome  grand- 
father's clock,  speaking  feelingly 
about  Mr.  Martin  and  the  high  regard  the  .staff  have  for 
him.  Mr.  W.  H.  Hoole  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  country 
travellers,  and,  in  replying  to  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  com- 
mittee, Mr.  Wilshaw  expressed  appreciation  of  Mr.  Mar- 
tin's many  good  qualities,  and  referred  to  the  fact  that 
his  brother,  Tom  Martin,  completed  fifty-four  years'  ser- 
vice with  the  firm  and  their  father  also  had  fifty  years' 
association  to  his  credit — a  record  for  the  City  of  London 
and  for  the  druggists'  sundries  business.  Mr.  Martin,  in 
returning  thanks,  said  he  had  received  several  letters 
from  friends  who  were  unable  to  be  present,  one  in  parti- 
cular from  Mr.  John  Thompson,  the  receipt  of  which  had 
given  him  special  pleasure.  He  spoke  of  his  long  associa- 
tion with  the  house,  his  early  ambition  to  enter  Maw's 
employ,  and  his  long  service  (nearly  forty  years)  as  one 
of  their  representatives.  He  added  that  he  had  a  very 
pleasant  interview  with  the  senior  members  of  the  firm  on 
the  previous  Tuesday,  when  they  recognised  his  jubilee  in 
a  most  generous  manner.  The  enthusiastic  proceedings 
terminated  with  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  Coombs.  This  is  the  second  "Maw" 
jubilee  within  the  last  twelve  months,  Mr.  John  Denton 
having  completed  fifty  years'  service  with  the  firm  last 
November. 

Royal  Navy  Medical  Service. 

The  "  British  Medical  Journal,"  September  2,  contained 
a  reprint  of  a  circular  letter  issued  by  the  Admiralty 
regarding  approved  changes  in  the  organisation  and  condi- 
tions of  service  in  the  medical  branch  of, the  Royal  Navy. 
It  deals  with  (1)  medical  officers,  (2)  sick-berth  staff,  (3) 
Queen  Alexandra's  Royal  Naval  Nursing  Service,  (4)  naval 
hospitals  and  reserves  and  organisation  of  war,  with  an 
appendix  regarding  the  Royal  Naval  Volunteer  Reserve. 
There  is  nothing  about  pharmacy  in  the  letter,  and  the 
item  of  most  general  interest  is  in  regard  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Naval  Medical  School,  as  to  which  the  letter 
says  : 

It  is  considered  essential  for  the  scientific  development  of 
the  Naval  Medical  Service  that  it  shall  possess  a  School  of 
Medical  Instruction  and  Research  situated  in  the  vicinity  of 
London,  where  it  will  be  in  touch  with  the  principal  Civil 
Medical  Schools,  and  with  the  Army  Medical  School  at 
Millbank.  It  has  been  decided,  therefore,  to  establish  a 
Naval  Medical  School  at  the  Royal  Naval  College,  Green- 
wich, in  close  proximity  to  the  "  Dreadnought  "  Seamen's 
Hospital  and  the  London  School  of  Tropical  Medicine,  and 
in  a  position  therefore  to  carry  out  its  educational  and 
scientific  work  in  close  connection  with  those  establishments. 

There  are  already  in  existence  at  Greenwich  excellent 
chemical  and  physical  laboratories,  and  the  additional 
laboratories  required  for  medical  research  will  be  provided 
in  the  College  buildings  and  furnished  with  the  necessary 
equipment  and  scientific  apparatus. 

The  undermentioned  officers  will  be  specially  appointed  to 
the  Naval  Medical  School  as  the  nucleus  of  Instructional 
Staff: 

A  Professor  of  Bacteriology  1  Fleet  Surgeon  with  special 

and  Clinical  Pathology      J     allowance  of  150?.  a  year. 
A  Professor  of  Hygiene  ...  Ditto. 

The  latter  will  reside  in  the  College  and  be  in  charge  of 
the  studies  of  naval  medical  officers  undergoing  courses  at 
Greenwich,  and  will  receive  an  extra  allowance  of  501.  a  year 
for  this  duty. 

The  nature  of  the  studies  is  also  described,  two  months 
to  be  spent  at  Greenwich  (when  the  school  is  opened)  and 


four  months  at  Haslar  by  those  who  enter  the  Service 
through  competitive  examination. 

An  Exhibition  of  Patents. 

It  is  proposed  (says  "  The  Times  ")  to  establish  in  Lon- 
don a  Permament  Exhibition  of  Patents.  According  to  the 
scheme  t  he  exhibition  will  be  situated  in  a  central  position 
and  will  be  open  to  the  public  all  the  year  round,  with  no 
charge  for  admission.  The  object  of  the  exhibition  is  to 
establish  a  centre  where  inventors  may  display  their 
patents  for  the,  purpose  of  attracting  the  attention  of 
possible  purchasers.  Visitors  will  be  conducted  through 
the  various  sections  by  expert  demonstrators,  who  will  not 
only  be  able  to  point  out  the  merits  of  each  patent,  but 
will  be  able  to  quote  prices  for  any  country  in  the  world. 
The  administration  office  is  at  165  Fleet  Street,  E.C. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

The  Liverpool  analyst  (Mr.  Collingwood  Williams,  B.Sc.) 
in  his  quarterly  report  states  that  632  samples  were 
analysed,  of  which  55  were  certified  against.  Of  the  drug 
samples  one  of  mist,  sennoe  co.  was  adulterated. 

The  Worcester  city  analyst  (Mr.  C.  C.  Duncan)  in  his 
quarterly  report  states  that  two  samples  each  of  glycerin 
and  cream  of  tartar  were  genuine,  but  one  of  two  cam- 
phorated oil  samples  was  deficient  in  camphor  of  the  B.P. 
standard. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

The  Sheffield  Guardians  are  inviting  tenders  for  the 
supply  of  drugs  and  sundries  for  the  ensuing  half-year 
from  Messrs.  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.,  The 
British  Drug  Houses  Ltd.,  and  Messrs.  C.  R.  Harker, 
Stagg  &  Morgan,  Ltd. 

Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  on  returning  the  other  day 
from  a  three  weeks'  holiday  in  North  Wales,  found  that  a 
gang  of  expert  thieves  had  carried  off  a  large  quantity  of 
silver  goods  and  jewellery  from  his  residence  in  the  Shar- 
row  district.  This  is  the  second  attempt  at  burglary  made 
during  Mr.  Newsholme's  absence,  but  on  the  first  occasion 
the  intruders  were  observed  by  neighbours,  caught,  and 
handed  over  to  the  police.  Mr.  Newsholme's  loss  is 
covered  by  insurance.

In  winning  this  match 
Burgoyne's  regain  possession  of  the  cup. 

Prom  Various  Courts. 

At  Lancaster  Police  Court  on  August  31,  Edith  Bing- 
ham (30)  was  charged  with  administering  poison  to  her 
brother,  thereby  causing  his  death  (C.  Jb  !>..  September  2, 
index  folio  370).    Accused  was  remanded  for  a  week. 

At  Maidstone  on  September  4,  Henry  Burton  was  sent 
to  prison  for  seven  days  for  wilfully  smashing  with  his 
boot  a  plate-glass  window  at  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  Row- 
croft,  chemist,  66  Week  Street,  Maidstone,  on  the  previous 
Saturday  night. 

At  Great  Marlow  on  August  31,  an  errand  boy  named 
W.  J.  Morgan,  lately  in  the  employ  of  Mr.  Edwin  G. 
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Martin,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  High  Street,  Marlow,  was 
foound  over  under  the  Probation  Act  for  a  year  for  stealing 
goods  to  the  value  of  21.  Is.  from  Mr.  Martin's  pharmacy. 

At  Old  Street  Police  Court  on  August  31,  William 
Heath,  of  Hackney,  was  prosecuted  by  the.  London  County 
•■Council  for  having  stored  a  certain  explosive  (fulminate  of 
-mercury)  in  an  unlicensed  place.  It  appeared  that  defen- 
dant made  toy  fireworks,  and  that  a  child  had  been  badly 
injured  in  an  explosion  which  occurred  on  his  premises. 
His  mother  had  held  a  licence,  but  not  since  1906.  The 
penalty  for  the  offence  is  2.«.  for  each  pound  of  explosive, 
but  only  2  drachms  had  been  found  by  the  inspector  in  this 
i.n«£ance.  The  Magistrate  remarked  that  a  pro  rata  fine 
«-ould  be  ridiculous,  and  fined  defendant  Is.,  with  2s.  costs. 

At  the  St.  Asaph  Police  Court  on  September  4,  Father 
Jos.  Dodgson  (Profersor  of  Chemistry  at  St.  Beuno's  Col- 
li ege,  Tremerichion)  was  summoned  under  the  Explosives 
Atfc  for  manufacturing,  without  permission,  a  certain  fire- 
work of  an  admixture  of  phosphorus  with  chlorate  of  potas- 
sium. It  appeared  that  Father  Dodgson  was  injured  while 
mixing  explosive  materials  for  celebrating  the  Coronation, 
his  left  hand  and  portion  of  the  arm  being  blown  off.  The 
Home  Office,  when  it  heard  of  the  matter,  instructed  the 
police  to  prosecute.  The  Chairman  thought  under  the  cir- 
cumstances the  prosecution  should  not  have  been  ordered  ; 
it  was  adding  insult  to  injury.  A  technical  offence  had 
laeen  committed,  and  defendant  would  be  fined  1?.,  without 
.-costs. 

Afc  Tenbury,  Worcestershire,  on  September  5,  a  servant- 
girl,  named  Rose  Elizabeth  Hancocks  (14),  was  charged 
with  administering  a  drug  to  her  master,  Mr.  A.  Somerset 
Powis,  Town  Farm,  Hanley  Child,  Tenbury,  with  intent 
■fco  endanger  his  life.  Accused  had  mixed  the  contents  of 
vi  jar  of  rat-poison  with  some  cocoa,  from  which  the 
"beverage  she  gave  her  master  was  prepared.  Mr.  Powis 
became  ill  after  drinking  the  cocoa,  which  he  noticed  had 
a.  peculiar  taste  and  colour.  Mr.  J.  Slade,  chemist,  Ten- 
fiury,  said  the  poison  was  phosphorus,  mixed  with  meal 
and  lard,  and  is  commonly  used  for  killing  rats.  The 
■girl  told  the  Bench  that  she  put  the  poison  into  the  cocoa, 
..£>u,t  had  no  idea  of  doing  anybody  harm.  The  Court  bound 
her  over  for  twelve  months.

The  fly-paper  famine  was  severely  felt  in  Belfast,  but  it 
lias  abated.  The  demand  increased  threefold  owing  to  the 
hot  weather. 

The  ' Police  Committee  of  the  Belfast  Corporation  has 
•renewed  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act  licences  held  by 
Mr.  Andrew  Graham,  seedsman,  12  and  14  Ann  Street,  and 
Mr.  Wm,  John  McClements,  seedsman,  100  High  Street. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Dublin  Corporation  on  Monday, 
Mr.  P.  0' Carroll  called  attention  to  an  item  of  29/.  15s. 
•Sor  Jeyes'  Fluid  expended  by  the  Public  Health  Com- 
tmittee.  He  said  they  should  not  allow  this  money  to  be 
■sent  away  when  there  were  two  fluids  manufactured  in 
Dublin.    These,  he  thought,  ought  to  get  a  look  in. 

At  Antrim  Board  of  Guardians  on  September  1,  a 
*efct«r  was  received  from  the  Local  Government  Board 
sanctioning  an  increase  in  the  remuneration  allowed  by  the 
rluardians  to  Mr.  R.  F.  Blake,  Belfast,  as  analyst  for  the 
ICJnian  :  but  Mr.  Blake  refused  15/.  per  annum  because  this 


worked  out  at  a  little  more  than  3s.  per  sample,  and  barely 
covered  his  out-of-pocket  expenses.  He  therefore  resigned 
after  twelve  years'  service,  and  it  was  decided  that  a 
successor  be  advertised  for  at  a  salary  of  15/.  a  year.  Mr. 
Blake  has  also  resigned  his  position  as  analyst  to  the 
Banbridge  (co.  Down)  Union,  and  this  Board  also  is  ad- 
vertising the  vacancy  at  a  salary  of  15/.  per  annum,  this 
to  cover  all  analyses. 

Mr.  Walter  Thorp,  F.I.C.,  of  the  Irish  Analysts'  Asso- 
ciation, 1  and  2  Poolbeg  Street,  Dublin,  has  issued  a 
circular  letter  suggesting  that  analytical  chemists  should 
not  apply  for  any  position  in  Ireland  under  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs'  Acts,  or  Medical  Charities'  Acts,  which 
may  be  advertised,  without  first  communicating  with  him 
or  with  the  Registrar  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry.  He 
adds  : 

There  are  no  appointments  vacant  at  present,  nor  have 
any  been  vacant  this  year  except  such  as  are  yearly  appoint- 
ments, for  which  the  previous  holder  of  the  position  has 
been  a  candidate,  or  which  have  become  vacant  on  account 
of  the  local  authorities  endeavouring  to  compel  their  analyst 
to  perform  work  which  he  did  not  consider  as  included  in 
his  original  contract.  In  all  such  cases  the  former  holder 
of  the  appointment  has  re-applied,  and  has  endeavoured  to 
improve  his  position  or  get  a  clearer  definition  of  his 
duties."

Brevities. 

Claims  against  the  estate  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Banks, 
chemist,  Wick,  should  be  lodged  with  Messrs.  Nimmo  & 
Morrison,  solicitors,  Wick. 

A  disastrous  fire  occurred  at  the  head  offices  of  the 
Scottish  Wholesale  Co-operative  Society,  Glasgow,  on 
Sunday  night.  Damage  estimated  at  about  70,000/.  resulted 
from  the  outbreak. 

Mr.  C.  Reid,  chemist  and  druggist  (Messrs.  Gibson  & 
Co.,  chemists,  Leith  Street,  Edinburgh),  leaves  for  South 
Africa  next  week  to  take  up  an  appointment  with  Messrs. 
Mager  &  Marsh,  Queenstown. 

At  Cowdenbeath  for  some  time  a  "rescue-station"  has 
been  at  the  service  of  those  miners  who  may  be  desirous  of 
becoming  acquainted  with  various  modes  of  combating  fire- 
damp and  all  the  other  dangers  which  may  lurk  in  the 
miner's  path. 

Mr.  John  Duncan,  Ph.C,  formerly  of  Aberdeen,  who 
during  the  past  six  and  a  half  years  has  been  works  mana- 
ger to  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.,  at  Sydney, 
N.S.W.,  has  joined  the  directorate  of  Durno,  Ltd.,  Pitt 
Street.  Sydney,  an  important  pharmaceutical  business, 
founded  by  Mr.  A.  E.  Durno,  Ph.C,  another  Aberdonian. 
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Business  has  been  very  good  this  summer  in  most  of  the 
Fifeshire  towns..  In  few  counties  in  Scotland,  taking  into 
account  the  general  class  of  trade,  are  there  to  be  found 
better  equipped  and  more  businesslike  pharmacies.  Kirk- 
caldy, the  "Lang  Toon"  of  Fife,  is  beginning  to  show 
signs  of  gaining  a  measure  of  breadth,  and  the  old  synonym 
may  have  to  be  altered  at  no  distant  date. 

There  was  a  Red  Cross  competition  at  Kirkcaldy  on 
September  2,  and  a  Dundee  paper  stated  that  "  one  of 
the  boy  scout  patients  had  the  unpleasant  experience  of 
having  his  ear  burned  by  '  carbolic  '  while  he  was  being 
treated  by  one  of  the  Leslie  women  sections,  and  for  this 
mistake  the  detachment  was  disqualified  by  the  doctors." 
Mrs.  Marion  E.  Spence,  wife  of  a  Leslie  chemist,  is 
quartermaster  of  the  Leslie  Section,  and  has  written  to  the 
paper  to  explain  that  her  section  had  no  carbolic  acid  with 
it,  nor  was  the  section  disqualified  as  stated. 

Arran  Arsenic  Poisoning  Mystery. 
Extensive  inquiries  into  the  Arran  arsenic-poisoning  mys- 
tery (C.  db  D.,  1911,  I.,  723)  have  failed  to  give  any  decisive 
result.  At  Rothesay  on  September  5,  Sheriff'  Martin  held  an 
inquiry,  when  the  evidence  showed  that  several  people  were 
itaken  ill  after  eating  scones  purchased  at  a  Lam- 
lash  bakery,  one  child,  Graham  Gordon,  dying.  The 
.infant's  body,  on  exhumation,  was  found  to  contain 
arsenic  in  large  quantities,  and  in  one  of  the  scones  arsenic 
was  found  in  amount  sufficient  to  kill  three  persons.  All 
ifche  flour  and  various  ingredients  used  in  the  bakery  were 
analysed,  and  found  free  from  the  poison.  The  jury  re- 
turned a  formal  verdict  of  death  by  poisoning,  and  entirely 
freed  the  baker  from  blame. 

National  Insurance  Bill. 
A  Mid-Lothian  elector  has  put  to  the  Master  of  Elibank 
(the  Liberal  Whip)  a  question  about  the  effects  of  the 
National  Insurance  Bill  on  chemists.  Suppose,  he  asked, 
"there  are  five  or  six  chemists  in  a  district  and  the  con- 
tract for  medicines  goes  to  one  chemist,  would  it  mean 
rthat  the  business  of  the  other  chemists  would  be  practically 
ruined?  In  reply,  Mr.  Murray  points  out  what  the 
•questioner  ought  to  have  known,  that  Clause  14  (5)  of 
(the  Bill,  as  amended  in  Committee  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, provides  that  there  shall  be  published  by  the  local 
Health  Committee  in  every  district  a  list  of  chemists  who 
will  supply  drugs  to  insured  persons  according  to  a  scale 
of  prices  fixed  by  the  Committee.  Every  properly  qualified 
chemist  who  desires  to  be  included  in  this  list  has  a  right 
ito  be  so  included,  and  in  the  supposed  case  it  would  be 
open  to  all  the  chemists  in  the  district  to  be  placed  upon 
'the  list  on  equal  terms  as  regards  the  supplying  of  drugs 
ffco  insured  persons. 


FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 

East  Africa  Produce.— The  report  of  M.  W.  Ponty, 
Governor-General  of  French  East  Africa,  reveals  the 
flourishing  state,  of  this  tropical  colony.  Commerce  has 
increased  by  over  30  per  cent,  in  two  years.  The  cultiva- 
tion of  ground,  or  arachis,  nuts  (last  year's  exports  were 
valued  at  over  2,000,000^.  sterling)  is  rapidly  extending 
into  the  interior.  The  Ivory  Coast  natives  are  cultivating 
ZTJieobrorna  Cacao,  and  Guinea  is  beginning  to  export  an 
•appreciable  quantity  of  sesame. 

Waterproofing  Fabrics. — M.  Balland,  the  distinguished 
■army  pharmacist,  although  now  retired,  is  frequently 
^consulted  by  French  military  authorities  on  technical  sub- 
jects. _  About  the  time  that  the  late  M.  Berteaux  was 
studying  the  question  of  new  uniforms  for  the  French 
Army,  M.  Balland's  opinion  was  requested  on  the  subject 
of  waterproofing,  and  he  has  recommended  uniforms  and 
tents  to  be  treated  with  aluminium  acetate.  It  is  stated 
rihat  1  litre  of  the  acetate  solution  (7°  Beaume)  will 
'suffice  for  40  litres  of  water.  The  fabrics  are  soaked  for 
Kwenty-four  hours  in  the  solution  and  dried  in  the  open  air. 
The  method  has  already  been  tried  with  success  in  army 
stores,  and  the  result  is  a  supple  garment,  waterproof 
without  being  airtight. 

I  'Codex  Revision. — The  systematic  and  practical  manner 
|in  which  the  'Wholesale  Druggists'  Association  organised 


their  proposals  for  the  revision  of  the  Codex  is  noteworthy. 
The  Codex  Committee  was  nominated  in  April  1910,  and 
the  authorities  consented  to  admit  as  a  member  M.  Buchet, 
the  well-known  wholesale  manufacturing  pharmacist.  The 
Director  of  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy  had,  in  the 
meanwhile,  given  M.  Buchet  a  hint  to  draw  up  a  complete 
and  proper  list  of  desiderata.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
Druggists'  Association  had  this  ready  in  1909,  but  it  was 
then  ^evised.  Work  was  facilitated  by  the  creation  of  three 
sections — chemicals,  galenicals,  and  crude  drugs.  M. 
Buchet  took  chemicals,  and  drugs  and  galenicals  were  dealt 
with  at  meetings  of  the  Association ;  but  Messrs.  Poulenc 
f  reres  placed  their  laboratories  at  the  disposal  of  those  who 
were  deputed  to  study  certain  preparations — chiefly 
galenical. 


INDIA  AND  THE  EAST, 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondents.) 


Quinine-poisoning. — At  Colombo,  Aggie  Nona,  aged 
two,  was  poisoned  by  taking  about  fifteen  quinine  tablets 
which  she  thought  were  sweets. 

Malaria  in  Bombay. — Dr.  Bentley  has  issued  a  report 
on  the  results  of  investigations  which  he  conducted  from 
May  1909  to  April  1911  in  Bombay,  in  the  course  of  which 
he  suggests  that  quinine  might  be  distributed  through  the 
agency  of  tea-room  keepers  and  small  dealers  generally  in 
the  shape  of  sugar-coated  tablets  done  up  in  stoppered 
phials.  This  suggestion  commends  itself  to  H.E.  the 
Governor,  and  he  has  taken  measures  to  ascertain  the  cost 
and  particulars  regarding  this  form  of  the  drug.  When 
investigations  are  complete  results  will  be  communicated 
to  the  Corporation.  [We  have  lately  been  informed  that 
there  is  a  large  surplus  of  quinine  in  India,  and  that  the 
markets  .have  more  than  what  they  can  digest. — Ed.] 

Trade-marks  in  China. — The  British  Acting  Commer- 
cial Attache  at  Peking,  in  the  course  of  his  report  on  the 
trade  of  China  in  1910,  remarks  that  no  Trade-mark  con- 
vention has  yet  been  concluded  between  the  United  King- 
dom, and  China,  but  the  Chinese  authorities  are  usually 
willing  to  punish  those  of  their  subjects  who  can  be 
proved  to  have  fraudulently  imitated  British  trade-marks. 
They  will  not,  however,  extend  this  protection  to  patents, 
holding  that  the  imitation  of  an  article,  unless  the  copy 
bears  marks  intended  to  lead  people  to  believe  that  it  is 
the  original  article,  is  not  an  offence.  British  manufac- 
turers may  deposit  copies  of  their  trade-marks  with  the 
British  Consul-General  and  the  Commissioner  of  Customs 
at  Shanghai  for  the  purposes  of  record. 

Celluloid  in  Japan. — Some  up-to-date  information 
with  regard  to  the  production  of  celluloid  manufactured 
in  Japan  appeared  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  "Japan 
Chronicle."    That  journal  states  : 

"  W©  learn  from  the  Japanese  papers  that  the  Japan 
Celluloid  Co.,  established  at  Aboshi,  near  Himeji,  which 
made  experimental  trials  of  its  machinery  in  April,  opened 
the  regular  business  at  the  beginning  of  this  month,  and 
has  been  turning  out  goods  for  both  the  export  and  homo 
markets  with  satisfactory  results.  The  company  is  not  only 
able  to  produce  goods  of  a.  quality  capable  of  driving  out 
imported  goods  from  the  Japanese  market,  but  is  also  able 
to  turn  out  goods  at  lower  prices  than  the  German  article, 
as  the  principal  raw  materials  are  obtainable  in  Japan. 
But.  operations  have  only  just  been  opened,  the  working 
expenses  are  heavy,  and  the  industry  is  not  yet  at  the  staga 
to  pay  a  good  return  on  the  capital  invested." 
The  American  Consul  in  Japan  has  also  been  investigating 
the  position  of  the  industry,  and  finds  that  the  Sakai 
Celluloid  Co.  at  Sakai  has  a  capacity  of  about  3,000  lb. 
per  day,  but  he  does  not  sts^te  what  the  output  is.  There 
is  also  a  third  factory,  the  Nippon  Celluloid  Jinzo-Kenshi, 
Kabushiki  Kaisha,  Abcshi,  Barima,  Japan,  which  employs 
]94  hands,  of  which  eighteen  are  chemists  and  engineers 
(twelve  Japanese  and  six  foreign),  114  workmen,  twenty- 
one  boys,  and  twenty  coolies.  The  company  turns  out 
1  ton  per  day  at  present  and  will  shortly  be  able  to 
produce  1^  ton.  The  manager  states  that  nearly  all 
varieties  of  celluloid  are  manufactured  except  the  very 
transparent  kind.

The  Union. 

The  Provinces'  Products  Compared.  —  Within  the 
Union  of  South  Africa  the  output  of  manufactured  products 
is  as  follows  :  Cape  Province  3,543.032/.  ;  Natal,  2,460.367/.  ; 
Transvaal,  1,447.871/.  :  and  Orange  Free  State,  179.858/. 
Considering  the  small  white  population  of  the  Garden 
.State  (Natal)  she  is  by  far  and  away  ahead  of  all  other 
States  in  the  Union. 

Castor-seed.—  Mr.  P.  J.  Fourie,  of  Jansenville,  writes 
in  the  "  Journal  of  the  Society  of  Arts  "  in  regard  to  the 
c  ultivation  of  castor-seed  in  the  Union.  He  experimented 
with  Italian  and  Colonial  seed,  and  the  yield  was  beyond 
expectation.  He  strenuously  advocates  its  cultivation  on 
dry  lands— that  is,  ground  lying  idle  and  useless  at  present, 
of  which  there  are  millions  of  acres.  Farmers,  he  says, 
shrug  their  shoulders  and  smile  when  urged  to  grow 
castor-seed,  yet  Mr.  Fouric  believes  ere  very  many  more 
years  have  passed  castor-seed,  like  lucerne,  against  which 
farmers  exhibited  bitter  dislike,  will  be  grown  extensively, 
and  prove  a  profitable  branch  of  South  African  agriculture. 

[Last  year  an  excellent  specimen  of  the  seeds  was  sub- 
mitted to  us  by  Mr.  Alexander  Coats,  a  well-known  drug- 
trade  traveller,  who  grew  the  plants  in  his  own  garden  there. 
Mr.  Coats  is  of  opinion  that  the  seeds  should  become  an 
impo  rtant  article  of  export.— Editor  C.  &  D.] 

Cape  Province. 

An  Elizabethan  Literary  and  Dramatic  Society  has 
been  formed  at  Cape  Town.  Mr.  L.  H.  Walsh,  of  Messrs. 
Lennon,  Ltd.,  is  the  Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer  (pro 
tern.). 

The  Mails. — As  the  Union-Castle  Line  has  declined  to 
tender  on  existing  terms  for  the  renewal  of  its  contract 
for  the  carriage  of  the  South  African  mails  expiring,  in 
September,  it  is  believed  that  the  Government  will  fall 
back  on  the  poundage  system,  despatching  the  bags  at 
all  opportunities  twice  or  thrice  weekly. 

The  First  Chair  of  Medicine. — Dr.  R.  B.  Thomson, 
the  recently  appointed  Professor  of  Anatomy  at  the  South 
African  College,  is  the  first  medical  professor  in  South 
Africa,  and  he  delivered  his  inaugural  lecture  at  Cape  Town 
on  Friday  evening,  August  11.  The  subjects  were  anatomy 
and  medical  education.  Incidentally  he  spoke  of  the  pro- 
jected medical  school  for  South  Africa. 

Personal.— Mr.  Lyall  Willis,  of  Messrs.  Lyall  Willis  & 
Co.,  Billiter  House,  London,  E.C.,  was  in  Cape  Town 
when  the  mail  left.  He  is  en  route  to  Australasia  and 
the  Far  East,  and  is  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Lyall  Willis. — 
Mr.  H.  Magness  Elgar,  of  Cape  Town,  has  returned  from 
Durban,  whither  he  went  to  undergo  a  surgical  operation, 
which  has  been  successful.  Mr.  Elgar  has  received  many 
congratulatory  calls  and  messages,  especially  as  during  his 
absence  an  unjustifiable  and  entirely  unsuccessful  attempt 
was  made  to  prejudice  his  professional  interests. 

Petroleum. — During  the  past  twenty  years  it  is  safe  to 
say  that  not  a  single  year  has  passed  without  a  "dis- 
covery "  of  kerosene  oil  being  made.  It  may  have  been 
at  Ceres,  in  the  Cape  Province,  or  Eastern  Transvaal,  or 
at  or  near  Algoa  Bay,  or  even-  in-  the  vicinity  of  Bulawayo 
— oil  has  been  "  boomed  "  from  time  to  time,  and  the  only 
thing  against  the  idea  is  the  absence  of  the  product  itself. 
In  the  northern  part  of  the  Cape  Province  it  is  asserted 
that  "oil  "  has  actually  been  located,  but  much  the  same 
story  was  told  away  back  about  the  oil-fields  of  the  Eastern 
Transvaal,  yet  nothing  is  now  known  about  these  to-day ; 
these  "oil-fields"  are  still  simply  veldt.  South  Africa 
springs  so  many  surprises  on  the  public  that  she  would  not 
astonish  anyone  by  taking  seriously  to  the  rock-oil  business 
one  of  these  days ;  meanwhile,  however,  she  is  too  busy 
with  gold,  diamonds,  and  coal.  Eveiy  oil  discovery  in 
South  Africa  has  been  a  failure  so  far. 


Colonial  Wine-vinegar. — Messrs.  Holbrooks,  Ltd.,  of 
Birmingham,  having  submitted  to  the  Cape  Chamber  of. 
Commerce  some  comments  upon  an  official  report  on  the 
quality  of  colonial  wine-vinegar,  they  were  forwarded  to. 
the  Government  for  its  information  and  attention.  In  re- 
sponse a  reply  has  been  received  from  the  Acting  Under- 
Secretary  for  Agriculture  in  the  following  terms  : 

"  As  regards  the  question  of  preservatives  the  view  held 
by  this  Department  is  that  these  should  not  be  necessary  irv 
properly  prepared  vinegar.  You  are,  however,  familiar  with, 
the  provisions  of  the  law  in  this  respect.  ...  I  may  say 
that  the  investigations  into  the  extent  of  the  use  of  preserva- 
tives are  still  being  continued.  In  regard  to  the  question  of. 
acetous  strength  and  the  insufficiency  of  3j  per  cent,  for 
pickling  purposes,  this,  there  can  be  no  doubt,  is  merely  a 
question  of  price.  If  pickle-makers  require,  as  they  un- 
doubtedly do,  a  vinegar  of  higher  acetous  strength  than. 
3j-  per  cent.,  the  vinegar-manufacturers  will  no  doubt  supply 
the  article  required.  In  regard  to  the  term  '  legal  strength,' 
as  you  are  aware,  this  is  the  prescribed  minimum,  and,  as  a.; 
matter  of  fact,  exceeds  that  prescribed  in  the  United. 
Kingdom  by  0.5  per  cent.  In  conclusion,  I  may  repeat  the- 
assurance  previously  given,  of  the  appreciation  with  which, 
this  Department  regards  the  assistance  of  your  Chamber  in. 
this  as  in  many  other  matters,  and  I  may  add  that  every 
effort  is  being  made  to  ensure  compliance  by  all  person? 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  to  punish  transgressors-, 
thereof.  There  is  no  doubt  that  many  of  the  '  vinegars ' 
offered  to  the  public  leave  much  to  be  desired,  and  there  are- 
various  causes,  economic  and  otherwise,  which  have  con- 
tributed to  this  undesirable  state  of  affairs,  which  are  being 
thoroughly  investigated  by  this  Department,  with  a  view  to- 
enabling  it  to  take  the  necessary  remedial  action  when  the- 
time  arrives." 

Orange  Free  State. 

Dr.  A.  B.  Ward,  President  of  the  Free  State  Medical 
and  Pharmacy  Council,  has  brought  an  action  for  slander- 
against  General  Hertzog,  Union  Minister  of  Justice,  who> 
is  alleged  to  have  made  reflections  on  the  action  of  the- 
plaintiff  and  other  members  of  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy 
Council  in  speeches  which  he  delivered  at  Smithfield  andi 
Fauresmith  in  1910.  Dr.  Ward  claims  1,000/.  damages.. 
The  case  will  probably  be  heard  in  November.

Transvaal  Chemists'  Athletic  Association. — A  billiards 
tournament  promoted  by  this  Association  has  roused  a 
lot  of  interest  among  Johannesburg  pharmacists,  and- 
must  be  ranked  one  of  the  most  successful  of  its  efforts...

Confectioners'  Exhibition. 


THIS  exhibition,  the  nineteenth  of  which  is  now  being 
held  at  the  Agricultural  Hall,  Islington,  appears  to  have 
lost  none  of  its  popularity,  although  it  must  be  admitted 
there  is  no  conspicuously  new  feature  about  it.  Bread  and 
flour  are  the  dominant  features  on  this  occasion,  while  the 
Barford  Hall  is  entirely  given  up  to  a  working  bakery  set- 
up by  Messrs.  Werner,  Pfleiderer  &  Perkins,  Ltd.,  and 
others.  Hovis  have  the  whole  of  one  of  the  minor  halls, 
and  there  is  a  charming  chocolate  chalet  arranged  by 
Cailler's.  Prominent  places  have  been  taken  by  the 
Governments  of  New  South  Wales,  for  the  first  time,  and 
South  and  Western  Australia,  where  they  show  selected 
samples  of  wheat-flour  and  other  produce.  There  are  few 
exhibits  directly  connected  with  the  drug-trade.  Essential 
oils,  confectioners'  colours,  flavouring-essences,  perfumery, 
floral  ottos,  etc.,  are  shown  by  the  London  Essence  Co.  at 
their  prettily  decorated  pavilion,  which  is  now  a  familiar 
object  at  this  exhibition.  Among  the  new  season's  essences 
is  a  solid  extract  of  coffee,  which  Mr.  White  tells  us  has 
caught  on  well.  Already  the  company  are  in  the  field  with 
their  Christmas  perfumery,  in  regard  to  which  they  invite 
inquiries.  Messrs.  W.  Gardner  &  Sons  (Gloucester), 
Ltd.,  engineers,  occupy  their  usual  bay  position,  where 
they  command  the  attention  of  traders  on  the  look-out  for 
labour-saving  appliances.

have  a  double  stand  devoted  to  confectioners'  essences, 
flavourings,  American  jelly-paste,  malt-extract,  etc.  Mr. 
L.  F.  Woolley,  who  has  charge  of  the  stand,  has  introduced 
a  new  "Coronation  Chocolate  Varnish,"  which  is  having 
a  ready  sale.  Williams  Bros.  &  Co.  show  harmless 
colours  for  confectionery  and  foodstuffs  :  egg-yellow, 
annatto  substitute,  lemon-yellow,  etc.  The  firm  are  dis- 
tributing a  pamphlet  on  the  investigation  of  certain 
substances  used  in  colouring  foods,  which  was  referred  to 
in  the  C.  &  D.,  June  24  and  July  29.

PRESCRIPTION  PROBLEM. 


An  Italian  Window. 

The  above  is  reproduced  from  a  photograph  of  the 
London  Pharmacy  of  Messrs.  Stella  &  Montalbano,  Piazza 
Madonna,  Florence.  We  reproduce  it,  on  account  of  the 
artistic  window  enclosure,  which  will  no  doubt  give  points 
to  pharmacists  on  the  outlook  for  new  ideas  in  shop- 
fitting.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  lower  part  of  the  en- 
closure consists  of  five  bevel-edged  plate-glass  mirrors,  the 
largest  being  in  the  centre,  with  a  narrower  mirror  on 
each  side,  and  two  others  at  a  liberal  angle.  The 
glazing  above  is  of  bevel-edged  plate-glass,  with  bull's- 
eyes  of  coloured  glass  at  the  diamond  points.  The  show- 
stand  in  the  centre  is  an  exceedingly  handsome  piece  of 
metalwork  with  circular  plate-glass  shelves  for  the  dis- 
play of  goods,  and  is  surmounted  by  flower-holders.  The 
supporting  stands  at  each  side  are  of  conventional  pattern. 
Note  also  the  branches  of  foliage  and  flowers  at  the  corners 
of  the  window.  Messrs.  Stella  &  Montalbano  are  agents 
for  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  and  the  whole  of  the 
goods  displayed  in  the  window  are  of  their  manufacture. 
They  comprise  galenical  preparations,  Euthymol  tooth- 
paste, etc.,  and  nebulising  and  spraying  apparatus.

The  Mistakes  of  Advertisers. 

By  F.  A.  Degen. 

THERE  is  one  thing  that  cannot  be  denied  about  the 
mistakes  of  the  advertiser — he  suffers  by  having  to 
pay  for  them  himself.  The  public  is  not  injured  by  them, 
but  is  often  taken  into  his  confidence  and  told  in  anything 
tout  a  confidential  whisper  that  advertising  doesn't  pay. 
In  this  article  my  remarks  are  confined  solely  to  some 
of  the  trifling  errors  committed  by  the  retail  chemist  and 
druggist,  which  make  his  advertising  appropriation  melt 
like  ice  in  the  sun. 

A  usual  error  is  that  most  advertising  is  considered  an 
•expense,  whereas  it  is  an  investment  that  does  not  yield 
an  immediate  dividend ;  therefore  arrangements  should 
.be  made  accordingly.  The  man  who  regards  his  adver- 
tising in  the  wrong  spirit  is  bound  to  be  disappointed, 
and  is  apt  to  leave  off  because  of  discouragement.  All 
advertising  is  cumulative  in  its  results,  therefore  the  lack 
of  sticking-power  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of 
successful  advertising,  and  loss  of  the  amount  invested 
is  bound  to  overtake  the  timid  advertiser. 

The  small  advertiser  is  often  a  glutton  where  space  is 
concerned,  for  he  is  apt  to  bite  off  more  of  this  than  he 
can  chew.  He  should  remember  that  a  modest  space  con- 
taining the  right  kind  of  display  and  vigorous  argument 
is  more  valuable  than  a  big  area  filled  with  platitudinous 
"'  copy  "  and  stereotyped  designs. 

The  man  who  runs  after  two  hares  will  catch  neither, 
and  the  advertiser  who  employs  numerous  mediums  and 
tries  for  too  much  at  the  start  will  achieve  nothing.  The 
small  advertiser  will  do  well  to  concentrate  his  appropria- 
tion and  watch  results  carefully.  For  this  reason  the 
personal-appeal  method  of  publicity  is  the  best  one.  for 
the  man  with  a  limited  amount  to  spend.  Booklets,  folders, 
follow-up  letters,  should  be  his  ammunition  for  this  cam- 
paign. As  each  one  of  these  is  aimed  at  a  definite  mark, 
there  is  no  waste  of  shot.  The  economy  of  this  method  is 
too  obvious  to  need  further  comment. 

The  effort  to  advertise  in  an  original  way  sometimes 
leads  to  grotesque  advertisements,  but  it  is  almost  as  bad 
to  slavishly  copy  the  publicity  methods  of  others.  Each 
must  strike  out  for  himself.  No  two  people  look  exactly 
alike,  although  all  have  the  same  features  ;  so  it  is  with 
a  business  :  one  cannot  be  precisely  the  same  as  the  other, 
and  advertisements  must  reflect  personality,  else  they  are 
not  sincere.  This  is  a  quality  that  has  a  distinct  com- 
mercial value.  There  is  a  ring  about  the  real  article  that 
the  counterfeit  lacks. 

The  advertiser  who  fails  to  make  allowances  for  his 
customer's  probable  mood  diminishes  his  chances  of  con- 
veying_  a  successful  appeal.  An  instance  of  this  is  that 
advertisers  often  send  a  leaflet  or  other  advertising  litera- 
ture with  the  monthly  account.  The  average  man  or 
woman  is  rarely  inclined  to  invest  more  money  at  the 
same  moment  that  he  is  settling  a  bill.  To  receive  a  request 
to  pay  a  just  debt  does  not  conduce  to  the  happiness  of 
the  person  addressed,  and  to  make  a  sale  the  customer 
must  be  first  coaxed  into  a  good  humour.  This  fact  does 
not  reflect  much  credit  on  human  nature,  but  the  advertiser 
must  take  people  as  he  finds  them,  not  as  they  ought 
to  be. 

It  may  be  permitted  to  tailors,  drapers,  and  some  few 
others  to  introduce  humour  into  their  advertising,  but  it 
is  a  fatal  mistake  for  the  chemist  and  druggist  to  do  so. 
When  people  want  medicines  they  are  not  in  a  mood  to 
be  joked  with  :  they  wish  to  be  treated  seriously.  Before 
a  chemist  can  sell  a  shilling's  worth  of  goods  he  must 
gam-  the  purchaser's  confidence,  and  no  jest,  however 
■clever,_  will  accomplish  this.  The  keynote  to  a  pulling 
advertisement    for    those    selling    drugs,    invalids'  or 


children's  food  and  like  preparations,  must  be  simplicity, 
directness.  Tell  your  story  tersely,  truthfully,  interest- 
ingly, and  it  will  not  only  be  read,  but  it  will  induce  action. 
The  least  suggestion  of  flippancy,  and  the  sale  is  lost. 
Another  instance  of  considering  the  mood  of  the  public  to 
whom  the  appeal  is  made. 

Lack  of  ambition  is  another  fault  to  which  the  average 
advertiser  is  prone.  For  instance,  many  a  chemist  and 
druggist  in  a  small  way  of  business  could  add  immensely 
to  his  sales  by  working  up  a  business  by  post  for  his 
own  proprietaries,  but  he  is  apt  to  excuse  himself  from 
launching  out  in  this  direction  by  saying,  "  I  have  no 
time."  This  is  rarely  true.  Every  man  has  a  couple  of 
spare  hours  at  his  disposal  which  he  fills  in  with  trifling 
occupations.  It  is  wonderful  to  see  what  some  people  can 
do  with  the  odds  and  ends  of  time;  more  wonderful  still 
to  realise  what  can  be  accomplished  by  rising  an  hour 
earlier,  writing  letters  to  possible  customers,  and  replying 
to  others. 

To  start  a  mail-order  business  in  a  small  way  does  not 
take  much  capital.  Many  have  the  mistaken  idea  that 
it  does.  It  is  an  enterprise  that  admits  of  gradual  expan- 
sion. But  there  must,  from  the  first,  be  a  plan  behind  it 
all,  and  this  must  be  followed  methodically.  Here  again 
is  another  fault — lack  of  method.  A  few  files  and  a  well- 
ordered  card  system  entail  but  a  nominal  expense  and  do 
well  to  start  with ;  yet  how  many  in  a  small  business  file 
letters  in  the  desk  quite  carelessly  ;  consequently  time  is 
lost  in  finding  them,  and  time  is  money. 

Nothing  but  sudden  death  or  the  inheriting  of  a  fortune 
should  delay  a  reply  to  an  inquiry,  but  to  leave  a  letter 
unanswered  for  a  day  or  two  is  a  common  error.  This 
usually  meets  with  the  punishment  it  deserves — i.e.,  loss 
of  the  order — for  the  would-be  buyer  is  a  creature  of 
moods.  Even  the  post  is  not  always  quick  enough  to 
catch  him  in  the  same  frame  of  mind  as  when  he  made  the 
inquiry. 

Why  will  not  advertisers  realise  that  to  obtain  an  inquiry 
is  the  least  difficult  part  of  advertising  ?  It  is  to  turn  the 
inquiry  into  an  order  that  requires  not  only  a  persuasively 
worded  reply,  but  a  prompt  and  carefully  worded  one  as 
well. 

Put  not  too  much  trust  in  printers,  for  surely  this  is  a 
mistake  which  brings  its  own  punishment.  Printers  need 
constant  supervision.  Even  the  best  of  them  are  apt  to 
use  twice  as  many  kinds  of  type  as  are  necessary,  and  to 
set  advertisement  matter  up  in  a  way  which  makes  the 
advertiser  rub  his  eyes  and  wonder,  when  he  sees  his 
advertisement,  if  it  is  really  the  one  he  prepared ;  there- 
fore advertisers  should,  whenever  possible,  insist  on  seeing 
proofs.  The  way  an  advertisement  is  set  up  either  empha- 
sises its  meaning  or  weakens  it.  A  good  printer  realises 
this,  therefore  it  pays  to  employ  a  good  printer. 

A  common  and  a  costly  mistake  is  to  secure  the  services 
of  an  advertisement  expert  and  then  withhold  from  him 
all  but  the  most  meagre  information  regarding  the  article 
to  be  pushed.  To  receive  the  full  benefit  from  his  ser- 
vices you  must  provide  him  with  as  many  of  the  par- 
ticulars about  the  article  as  possible,  give  him  an  idea  as 
to  the  public  to  whom  hie  appeal  will  go,  also  tell  him 
of  previous  advertising  ventures,  and  where  they'  have 
scored  or  failed.  Put  the  same  confidence  in  him  that  you 
do  in  your  doctor  or  solicitor,  else  you  are  working  against 
your  own  interests.  Be  careful  to  select  an  expert  that 
you  can  trust ;  any  other  kind  is  useless.  Another  error  is 
to  obtain  expert  advice  re  advertising  and  then  say,  "  1 
will  not  take  it ;  I  know  more  about  the  conditions  than 
he  does."  The  expert  is  giving  you  new  ideas,  presenting 
your  preparations  from  .another  view-point ;  hence  a  part 
of  his  value. 

To  claim  too  much  or  too  little  for  the  article  adver- 
tised is  a  fault  that  is  all  too  usual.  In  the  first  case  you 
disappoint  your  customer,  and  he  will  not  be  apt  to  forgive 
you  for  that ;  in  the  second  instance  you  do  not  excite  your 
customer  to  the  buying-pitch.  The  public  is  nauseated 
with  lukewarm  advertisements.  Warm  up  your  advertise- 
ments with  enthusiasm  ;  state  what  you  know  to  be  true 
in  language  that  conveys  your  exact  meaning.  Carelessly 
chosen  phrases  will  not  do  this.  Time,  thought,  and 
experience  are  necessary  to  accomplish  this  apparently 
simple  result. 
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Speciality-pushing  Ideas. 

Lavender-water. 

THIS  staple  English  product  is  just  coming  to  the  fore 
again.  Lack  of  push  is  the  reason  it  declined  in 
popularity.  There  are  few  better  articles  for  chemists  to 
show  than  "Ye  Olde  English  Lavender-water."  Give  it 
prominence  by  a  window-display  after  this  style  : 

Cover  the  floor  with  sawdust  arranged  undulatingly 
to  represent  hummocks.  In  the  centre  of  the  foreground 
fix  up  a  retort  sec.  art.,  placing  in  it  some  lavender- 
flowers  ;  make  a  stand  for  this  out  of  sawn  pine-branches. 
Now  cover  the  floor  as  completely  as  possible  with 
heather  stuck  in  the  sawdust,  and  1  couple  or  more 
lavender-plants  (which  a  nurseryman  will  loan  for  a 
small  sum),  so  as  to  give  as  natural  an  appearance  as 
■possible.  Place  small  groups  of  bottled  lavender-water 
in  convenient  positions,  plainly  pricing  each  size.  Fill 
the  whole  of  the  back  of  the  window  with  pine-branches, 
arranged  so  as  to  give  the  appearance  of  growing-trees, 
and  from  them  suspend  a  few  bottles  by  means  of 
lavender-coloured  ribbon. 

A  number  of  explanatory  tickets  will  be  required ;  these 
should  be  outlined  in  black  and  filled  in  with  lavender 
paint  or  ink  :  Title-card  in  bold  type,  "  Sweet  Lavender  "  ; 
retort-card,  "Distillation  of  Lavender  Oil  from  the 
Flowers."    A  few  comments  for  other  cards  : 

"  One  of  England's  standard  products."        _  ... 

"The  use  of  good  lavender-water  is  a  pleasing  indication 
of  refined  taste." 

"  Lavender  grown  mid  heather  and  pines  develops  to  the 
fullest  extent  that  fine  aroma  peculiar  to  the  English  pro- 
duet." 

A  personal  letter  drawing  attention  to  the  display  and 
offering  a  free  test  (sprayed)  of  the  lavender-water,  on 
calling  at  the  pharmacy,  should  be  sent  to  one's  regular 
customers. — Stanley  Robinson. 


the  only  sketch  on  the  page,  naturally  commands  attention.

certainly  will  prove  itself  extremely  handy 
in  the  Household.  It  is  Toilet  Cloudy 
Ammonia,  perfumed  with  Lavender.  And 
here  are  its  uses :  For  the  Bath,  for  the 
Laundry,  for  washing  Linoleum  and  Wood- 
work, for  cleansing  Hair  Brushes,  and  re- 
moving grease  spots  and  stains  from 
clothing.  We  sell  it  in  most  useful  sized 
bottles,  14  oz.  for  8d. 

That  was  the  first  paragraph  in  half  a  column  alongside 
reading  matter.  The  advertisement  next  spoke  of  dressing- 
gowns  for  gentlemen,  then  of  the  foreign-book  section, 
and  finished  thus  : 

P.S. — A  couple  of  Tablespoonfuls  of  that 
Ammonia  in  your  bath,  Sir,  is  just  the  thing 
for  "brisking"  you.  Try  it  to-morrow. 
Why  not? 

Oriental  Advertisements. 

The  illustrations  in  the  next  column  give  an  idea  of  the 
typo  of  advertisement  that  appeals  to  the  Oriental  mind. 
The  advertisers— the  Federal  Dispensary,  Ltd.,  Kuala 
Lumpur,  Federated  Malay  States— inform  us  that  both 
advertisements  were  "very  successful."  Such  reproduc- 
tions would  be  considered  crude  in  many  parts  of  the  world, 
but  a  forcible  theme  simply  presented  is  evidently  the  key- 
note to  advertising  in  the  Orient.  It  is  noteworthy  also 
that  the  Malayan  sandwichman  "ad."  appears  beside  the 
leading  editorial  commentary  in  the  local  Press,  and,  being

It  will  be  noted  that  the  type  is  fairly  uniform,  and  ther« 
is  plenty  of  white  space  to  show  it  up  and  make  it  easily 
read.  Moreover,  there  is  not  too  much  to  read — a  great 
consideration  in  these  breakneck  days,  when  everything 
must  be  attractive  and  easily  assimilated. 
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Advertisements  in  the  Time  of 
Queen  Anne. 


THOSE  pharmacists  who  have  antiquarian  tastes  in  litera- 
ture often  come  across  advertisements  in  old  publica- 
tions which  interest  them  from  a  trade  point  of  view. 
The  first  edition  of  "The  Spectator,"  published  in  the 
reign  of  Queen  xinne,  for  instance,  contains  as  features,  as 
distinctive  as  the  essays  of  Steele  and  Addison,  a  series  of 
advertisements  following  the  literary  matter.  Many  of 
these  refer  to  proprietary  medicines  and  toilet  specialities. 
In  a  recently  published  volume,  "  The  Advertisements  of 
'  The  Spectator,'  "  by  Mr.  Lawrence  Lewis,  an  opportunity 
is  given  of  studying  the  whole  series  of  announcements. 
We  are,  however,  only  concerned  here  with  the  sections 
headed  "  Quacks,"  "  Nostrums,"  "  Cosmeticks  "  and  other 
"Toilet  Articles."  Sir  William  Read,  the  quack  whom 
Queen  Ann©  knighted  for  an  operation  on  her  eyes, 
advertises  (1711)  his  successes  in  curing  cataract.  Mr.  R. 
Stoughton,  an  apothecary  in  Southwark,  who  is  well- 
remembered  because  of  the  elixir  he  devised,  ha6  an 
..nnouncement  (1711)  regarding  his  success  in  curing 
small-pox.    He  states  : 

'Tis  by  a  correct  Management,  more  than  a  great  deal  of 
Physick,  by  which  also  the  Face  and  Eyes  are  much  secured  ; 
tho'  one  Secret  he  has  (obtained  only  by  Experience,  and 
which  few  or  none  know  besides)  that  when  they  suddenly 
strike  in,  very  rarely  fails  of  raising  them  again  in  few 
Hours,  when  many  other  things,  and  proper  too,  have  not 
answered.  He  does  not  desire  nor  aim  at  the  supplanting 
any  Physician  or  Apothecary  concerned ;  but  gives  his  assist- 
ing Advice  if  desired,  and  in  such  a  Way  not  dishonourable 
or  injurious  to  either. 

An  experienced  operator,  whose  name  is  not  given,  special- 
ised in  curing  toothache  and  other  oral  troubles  by  bleed- 
ing. He  cups  "  with  an  Engine,  without  Fire,  scarcely  to 
be  felt ;  and  is  to  be  spoken  with  at  seasonable  Hours  except 
on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays."  Other  medical  adver- 
tisers are  Doctor  Tho.  Kirleus's  daughter  Susanna,  who 
had  twenty  years'  experience  with  her  father,  and  uses 
hie  Drink  (3-s.  the  Quart)  and  Pills  (Is.  the  Box)  ;  Dr. 
Greenfield,  who  operates  for  stone,  and  advertises  that  he 
is  not  dead,  "  which  is  absolutely  False,  he  being  now 
alive  and  well";  Dr.  Maynwaringe,  who  undertakes  cases 
which  other  physicians  regard  as  incurable ;  Thomas  Few, 
chyrurgeon,  who  sells  a  treatise  on  King's  Evil,  and  Robert 
Norris,  "at  the  Pestle  and  Mortar  on  Snow-Hill,"  who 
undertakes  the  cure  of  lunatics.  The  nostrums  mentioned 
are  richly  endowed  with  virtues;  the  "  Famous  Drops  for 
Hypocondriack  Melancholly,"  introduce — 
bright  lively  Ideas  and  pleasant  Briskness  instead  of  dismal 
Apprehensions  and  dark  Incumbrance  of  the  Soul,  setting 
the  Intellectuals  at  Liberty  to  act  with  Courage,  Serenity, 
and  steady  Chearfulness,  and  causing  a  visible  diffusive  Joy 
to  reign  in  the  Room  of  uneasy  Doubts,  Fears,  etc. 

Another  advertiser  has  "  A  Grateful  Electuary  "  against 
loss  of  memory  or  forgetfulnes6,  another  "  an  admirable 
Confect"  which  "assuredly  Cures  Stuttering  or  Stam- 
mering in  Children  or  grown  Persons,  tho'  never  so  bad." 
"An  Unparallel'd  Specifick  Tincture"  is  recommended  as 
a  cure  for  lameness.  "■  Angelick  Snuff  "  is  stated  to  be  "the 
most  noble  Composition  in  the  World,  removing  all  manner 
of  Disorders  of  the  Head  and  Brain,"  whilst  "an  Incom- 
parable Pleasant  Tincture"  restores  "the  sense  of  smell- 
ing, tho'  lost  for  many  years."  "Dr.  Coleburts  Elixir 
and  Salt  of  Lemmons  "  are  curative  agents  for  "all  dis- 
tempers," and  are  stated  to  be  "still  sold  in  vast  Quan- 
tities." Hungary  water  "right  and  fine"  is  advertised 
at  15(7.  per  bottle,  with  the  note  that — 

It  is  the  same  sort  by  which  Isabella,  Queen  of  Hungary, 
so  long  preserved  her  Life  and  Health.  She  always  poured  a 
small  quantity  in  the  Water  she  washed  her  Hands  and 
Face  withal,  which  wonderfully  refreshed  the  Spirits,  com- 
forted the  Nerves,  and  preserved  Beauty. 

The  advertisement  states  that  "  to  help  Digestion,  nothing 
better  than  a  little  in  a  Draught  of  Ale  in  the  Morning," 
which  should  have  appealed  to  readers  in  an  age  when 
gin  was  the  fashionable  drink.  Other  proprietary  medi- 
cines advertised  are  "  Chymical  Balsam  "  for  gout,  Daffy 'e 


Lhxir  Salulis,  Compound  Volatile  Spr  it  oi  Vipers,  Jatro- 
poton,  used  for  correcting  acidity  in  wines  and  for  promot- 
ing digestion,  "  Instant  Cure  for  Diseases  of  the  Nervee/' 
"  Celebrated  Vapour  Tincture,"  "  Wonderful  and  never- 
failing  Remedy  against  those  poysonous  Vermin  the  Bugs,!' 
and  Cephalic  tincture  for  curing  convulsions.  It  is  curious- 
to  note  that  most  of  the  proprietary  medicines  were  obtain- 
able at  certain  toy-shops  and  coffee-house6,  which  seems  to 
indicate  that  the  regular  medicine  vendors  did  not  enoour- 
age  the  sale  of  proprietary  medicines,  probably  because  they 
had  their  own  special  cures.  The  "  Cosmeticks  "  and  toilet-- 
articles  include  Spanish  blacking,  the  most  famous  "  that- 
ever  was  Invented  or  Used,"  "Chymical  Liquor"  for 
scenting  the  breath  and  preserving  the  teethe,  "  Incom- 
parable Perfuming  Drops  for  Handkerchiefs,"  "RoyaS, 
Chymical  Wash-Ball,"  "Incomparable  Powder  for  Clean- 
ing the  Teeth,"  English  barrel  6oap,  "  Barbadoes  Cittrora. 
Water,"  "  Italian  Water,"  a  hair  dye,  and  Holraan's 
' '  London  Ink  Powder. ' '  The  last-mentioned  advertisement 
is  noticeable  as  the  only  one  which  was  illustrated.  There 
is  a  very  quaint  announcement  by  an  optician  who  adver- 
tises that — ■ 

the  new  Squinting  Glasses  serve  to  take  a  Side-view  of  any 
Person,  as  you  seem  to  look  a  different  Way  without  Sus- 
picion of  Staring. 


POISONING  FATALITIES. 


Ten  deaths  have  been  reported  since  our  last  issue  as  «J»<3- 
to  poisoning.  In  three  cases  the  poison  was  taken  acci- 
dentally, and  in  another  instance  it  was  administered  to> 
an  infant  by  his  mother. 

Ammonia. — At  a  Bradford  inquest  the  jury  found  that  a- 
labourer  na-med  James  Dunn  died  from  drinking  ammonia- 
while  in  an  intoxicated  condition. 

Caustic  Soda.—  The  accidental  death  of  Arthur  Hall  Storifr 
(34),  of  Middleton,  was  due  to  drinking  some  cleaning-fluki 
containing  caustic  soda  in  mistake  for  lemonade. 

Laudanum. — The  nine-weeks'-old  son  of  Walter  Ernest 
Horne,  grocer's  porter,  died  in  St.  Thomas's  Hospital  fronx 
laudanum-poisoning.  The  child's  mother,  who  also  swallowed 
some  of  the  drug,  but  recovered,  has  been  remanded  on  a 
charge  of  wilful  murder  by  administering  poison  to  tire 
infant.  At  the  resumed  inquiry  on  September  6  it  was  stated 
that  the  mother  had  given  the  child  three  teaspoonfuls  of  the 
drug  and  had  taken  lg  oz.  herself.    Mr.  F.  Booth,  chemist's, 

'  assistant,  Newington  Butts,  stated  that  he  supplied  the 
laudanum  and  warned  the  woman  that  the  proper  dose  was- 
about  five  drops.  Later,  being  recalled,  witness  said  he  did 
not  write  the  dose  on  the  label  of  the  bottle.  Questioned  by 
Mr.  Easton  as  to  whether  that  should  not  have  been  done, 
witness  replied,  "I  do  not  know.  The  laudanum  was  sold' 
in  the  ordinary  way."  Mr.  Easton  :  Is  it  not  customary 
for  a  chemist  to  write  the  quantity  of  the  dose  on  the  label 
of  the  bottle? — No.  The  jury,  after  a  short  deliberation  irs 
private,  found  that  the  deceased  died  from  laudanum-poison- 
ing, the  laudanum  having  been  administered  by  the  mother, 
but  that  there  was  no  intention  to  kill.  The  Coroner  :  Do>- 
you  say,  then,  that  it  was  administered  as  a  medicine? — 

1  Yes.  Without  intention  to  take  its  life? — Yes.  That  i* 
a  verdict  of  accidental  death  ? — Yes.    The  Coroner  :  I  accept 

!  vour  verdict,  gentlemen,  without  making  any  comment  ce 

j  it. 

I  ,  Oxalic  Acid  caused  the  suicidal  death  at  Handsworth  off 
1  an  inebriate  named  James  Evans  (57). — Jas.  Win.  Procter" 

(28),  who  was  found  dead  from  oxalic-acid  poisoning  at 

Tandle  Hills,  Middleton,  was  found  by  a  Coroner's  jury  to 

have  committed  suicide. 

Poisonous  Liniment. — At  Yeovil,  Ebenezer  Giles  (557  died' 

through  drinking  some  poisonous  liniment  in  mistake  for 

brandy. 

Prussia  Acid. — At  the  inquiry  held  at  Greenwich  into  the- 
death  of  Mr.  Alfred  James  Brown  (77),  of  63  Charlton  Lane- 
Charlton,  whose  body  was  found  in  Greenwich  Park,  the- 
jury  found  deceased  committed  suicide  while  his  mind  was 
■  temporarily    deranged.     Death    was   due    to  prussic-acicT 
poisoning. — At  a  Poplar  inquest  the  evidence  showed  that 
Police-constable  Bishop,  attached  to  the  Isle  of  Dogs  station, 
committed  suicide  by  taking  prussic  acid  because  he  was 
worried  about  his  incurable  deafness. 

Salt  of  Lemon. — Isabella  Rogers  (38),  of  Higher  Broughtonr 
Manchester,  died  in  the  Salford  Royal  Infirmary  from  the- 
effects  of  salt-of-lemon  poisoning. 

Kind  not  Stated—  At  Tottenham,  Ada  Minnie  Edgar  <13T> 
committed  suicide  by  taking  poison. 
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SCIENTIFIC  PROGRESS.

Tiodine.—  This  body  is  thiosinamine-ethyl  iodide.  It  is 
recommended  in  the  form  of  subcutaneous  injections  in 
arteriosclerotic  diseases  of  the  central  nervous  system. 

Capsaicine. -Nelson  ("  Jour.  Ind.  Eng.  Chem."  [2],  419) 
has  extracted  a  crystalline  principle  from  the  so-called 
Spanish  pimento.  Capsicum  fastigiatum.  It  crystallises  in 
tablets  melting  at  64.5°. 

Urog-enin.—  This  new  diuretic  is  a  double  salt  of  theo- 
bromine and  lithium  hippurate,  and  is  recommended  as  a 
very  powerful  diuretic  for  administration  in  combination 
with  preparations  of  digitalis. 

Terrovose  is  a  new  iron-and-albumen  combination  pre- 
pared by  Lefevre  and  Hildt.  Hydrated  ferrous  oxide  is  dis- 
solved in  egg- albumen  in  the  absence  of  air.  Sulphur 
compounds  are  removed  by  treatment  with  alkali,  and  the 
iron  compound  precipitated  by  dilute  acids.  The  iron  is 
combined  in  the  ferrous  condition. 

Boroform  is  a  condensation-product  of  sodium  glyeero- 
borate  and  formaldehyde.  The  glyceroborate  has  the 
formula  (CsHsMH.BQaMHNaBOaMO'H^O.  It  melts  at 
154°  and  is  easily  soluble  in  water.  It  condenses  with 
formaldehyde  to  a  clear  liquid  of  sp.  gr.  1.150,  having  an 
odour  recalling  that  of  the  aldehyde.  It  is  stated  to  be  an 
exceedingly  powerful  antiseptic. 

The  Alkaloid  of  Catha  edulls.— Chevalier  ("Bull.  Gen. 
de  Therap."  1911,  572)  finds  that  the  alkaloid  katine,  which 
occurs  in  the  leaves  of  Catha  edulis,  has  an  action  on  the 
nerves  very  similar  to  cocaine,  accompanied  with  small  doses 
of  morphine,  but  without  the  analgesic  or  local  anaesthetic 
effects.  It  has  also  an  action  on  the  heart  very  similar  to  that 
of  caffeine. 

Adulterated  Belladonna-leaves.— Mitlacher  ("  Reper- 
toire de  Pharmacie,"  1911,359)  has  found  commercial  samples 
of  belladonna-leaves  adulterated  with  the  leaves  of  Ailanthus 
glandulosa,  a  terebinthinaceous  plant.  The  whole  leaves  are 
easily  detected  in  the  admixture,  but  when  powdered  the 
detection  of  adulteration  is  more  difficult.  Ailanthus-leaves 
are,  however,  characterised  by  the  presence  of  unicellular 
hairs,  absence  of  stomata  on  the  epidermis  of  the  upper 
surface,  and  by  the  presence  of  crystalline  glands  in  the 
mesophyll.  The  hairs  of  belladonna-leaves  are  multi- 
cellular, and  stomata  are  present  on  both  surfaces  of  the 
leaves. 

Chemistry  of  Linseed.- The  Chemical  Department  of 
the  School  of  Agriculture,  Cambridge,  has  been  engaged  for 
+he  last  three  years  (says  the  "Journal  of  the  Board  of 
Agriculture,"  1911,  409)  in  an  important  investigation  of  the 
properties^  of  the  protein  of  linseed.  It  is  expected  that  a 
method  will  be  devised  which  will  shorten  in  a  very  marked 
•degree  the  time  required  for  research  of  this  nature.  The 
routine  methods  of  hydrolysis,  esterification,  and  separation 
-of  the  amino  acids  have  required,  in  the  case  of  linseed, 
nearly  two  years  of  continuous  work.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
new  method,  when  perfected,  will  shorten  the  work  of  protein 
analysis  very  considerably.  The  part  played  by  the  mucilage 
in  linseed  js  also  being  investigated.  It  appears  that  this 
substance  is  not  affected  by  the  digestive  juices,  but  under 
the  action  of  bacteria  is  split  up  in  the  small  intestine  into 
substances  which  may  be  of  use  in  the  animal  economy. 

Rhamnus  Cathartica.-Tschirch  and  Bromberger  have 
examined  this  bark  recently  ("Arch,  der  Pharm.,"  1911,  218). 
On  exhausting  the  powdered  bark  with  90-per-cent.  alcohol, 
and  allowing  the  liquid  to  stand  on  ice,  a  crystalline  com- 
pound of  the  formula  CaH^Oz  was  isolated.  This  is  closely 
'allied  to  phytosterin.  The  filtrate,  concentrated  to  a. 
syrupy  consistence,  on  treating  with  hot  water  gave  a  pre- 
cipitate which  on  separating,  drying,  and  extracting  with 
benzene  in  a  Soxhlet  apparatus  deposits  a  varnish-like 
material  when  the  benzene  cools.  On  exhaustion  with  ether 
the  deposit  yields  a  small  quantity  of  emodin.  The  undis- 
solved residue  on  sublimation  gives  a  crystalline  compound 
of  the  formula  CH^O..  which  gives  a  highly  fluorescent 
solution  in  ammonia.  The  authors  have  termed  this  body 
rhamnofluorin.  Tsoemodin  is  .also  probably  present,  and 
traces  of  chrysophanic  acid. 

New  Artemisia  Oils.- Frank  Rabak  ("Midland  Drug 
and  Pharm.  Rev.,"  July.  p.  283)  has  examined  the  oils  yielded 
by  Artemisia  biennis,  Willd.,  and  Artemisia  serrata,  Nutt. 
A.  biennis,  or  biennial  wormwood,  gave  only  0.03  per  cent, 
•of  oil  on  steam-distilling  the  fresh  herb,  which  was  approach- 
ing the  fruiting  stage.  The  oil  is  deep  brownish-red  in 
colour,  and  possesses  a  sweet  aromatic  odour  and  taste,  which 
becomes  slightly  bitter.    The  odour  and  taste  are  strongly 


suggestive  of  the  presence  of  methyl  chavicol.  The  constants 
are:  Sp.  gr.  (at  25°)  0.893;  opt.  rot.  [<•]„  +4.39°;  refractive 
index  [N]  d  30°,  1.5181 ;  acid-number  0  ;  ester-number  16,  and 
after  acetylisation  60.  The  oil  is  soluble  with  turbidity  in  four 
volumes  of  75-per-cent.  alcohol,  cloudiness  still  remaining 
with  22  volumes  of  alcohol.  A.  serrata,  commonly  called 
saw-leaf  mugwort,  yielded  0.3  per  cent,  of  a  reddish-brown 
oil  with  strongly  aromatic  thujone-like  odour  similar  to  that 
of  wormwood  oil.  The  taste  is  extremely  bitter  and  aromatic. 
The  constants  found  were:  Sp.  gr.  (at  25°)  0.913;  opt.  rot. 
IVd-1-6.8  :  refractive  index  [NPd  30°  C..  1.4602  :  acid-number  1.6 
ester-number  10,  and  after  acetylisation  43.  The  oil  is  soluble 
in  one-half  volume  of  80-per-cent.  alcohol.  It  is  probable  that 
thujone  is  a  constitutent  of  the  oil.

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OBSERVATIONS  &  REFLECTIONS. 

By  Xrayser  II. 


Sir  William  Ramsay's  Scientific  Forecast, 

suggesting,  as 

it  does,  the  possibility  of  the  disintegration  of  the  ele- 
ments in  the  service  of  man,  naturally  throws  back  our 
thoughts  to  the  origins  of  science  and  the  first  theory  of 
the  elements,  which  with  some  slight  modifications  held 
the  field  until  well  into  the  eighteenth  century. 
Although  anticipated  by  Anaximander  of  Miletus  {circa 
610  B.C.),  who,  according  to  Theophrastus,  taught  that 
there  is  one  eternal,  indestructible  substance,  from  which 
the  world  as  we  know  it  emerged  by  the  "  separating  out  " 
(disintegration?)  of  the  hot,  the  cold,  the  moist,  and  the 
dry  (which  he  calls  "the  opposites  "),  and  that  ulti- 
mately these  will  be  re-absorbed  into  the  infinite  and  the 
world  will  cease  to  be,  the  theory  was  first  definitely 
formulated  by  Empedocles,  nearly  three  centuries  later. 
He  identified  the  four  "opposites  "  of  Anaximander  with 
fire,  air,  water,  and  earth,  to  which  he  gave  the  name  of 
Elements,  the  mixture  of  which  in  different  proportions 
under  the  influence  of  Love  and  Strife  gives  rise  to  all 
perishable  things.  "Running  through  one  another,'' 
they  become  men,  and  the  tribes  of  beasts,  and  the  whole 
.vegetable  creation.  At  one  time  they  are  brought  to- 
gether into  one  order  by  Love ;  at  another  they  are  carried 
each  in  different  directions  by  the  repulsion  of  Strife, 
till  they  grow  once  more  into  one  and  are  altogether  sub- 
dued. The  distinction  of  sexes  results  from  the  action 
of  Strife ;  death  is  the  final  separation  by  Strife  of  the 
fire  and  earth  in  the  body ;  sleep  a  temporary  partial 
separation  of  the  fiery  element.  Empedocles  wrote  in 
verse ;  we  have  148  short  fragments  of  his  remains,  which 
have  been  translated  by  Professor  Burnet.  The  bearing  of 
his  theory  on  medicine  is  obvious,  and  has  given  him  a 
place  in  "The  Chronicles  of  Pharmacy  ";  but  his  theory 
of  pores  and  effluvia  had  an  almost  equal  influence  on 
medical  practice.  He  held  that  respiration  takes  place 
through  the  pores.  "When,",  he  says,  "the  blood 
recedes  from  these,  the  bubbling  air  rushes  in  with  an 
impetuous  surge,  and  when  the  blood  runs  back  it  is 
breathed  out  again."  Perception  he  explains  in  connec- 
tion with  this  process  ;  it  only  occurs  when  the  pores  of 
the  organ  of  sense  are  neither  too  large  nor  too  small  for 
the  "  effluences  "  which  all  things  are  constantly  giving 
off.  All  that  he  says  of  drugs  (in  the  fragments  that  have 
come  down  to  us)  is  that  they  are  ' '  a  defence  against  ills 
and  old  age,"  which  ie  as  much  as  to  say  preventives 
rather  than  cures. 

The  Baiting  of  Dr.  Wiley 

seems  to  be  a  periodical  pastime 
indulged  in  by  certain  sections  of  American  traders.  The 
results,  so  far,  have  not  been  such  as  to  give  the  baiters 
much  encouragement,  but  they  are  not  disheartened,  and 
the  "interests  "  come  up  smiling  whenever  there  appears 
to  be  an  opportunity  of  getting  in  another  blow.  The 
latest  excuse  for  seeking  the  removal  of  Dr.  Wiley  is  not 
likely  to  be  any  more  successful  than  the  others,  for  no 
one  can  imagine  men  like  Drs.  Wiley  and  Eusby  lending 
themselves  to  any  scheme  for  deliberately  circumventing 
an  Act  of  Congress  for  the  sake  of  dollars.  The  extract 
which  you  print  from  Mr.  Eberle's  presidential  address 
to  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  shows  that 
that  body  is  in  line  with  all  the  other  societies  that  have 
expressed  an  opinion  on  the  subject,  thus  making  a 
unanimous  endorsement  of  Dr.  Wiley's  position.  I  can- 
not think  that  Mr.  Taft  is  the  man  to  be  influenced  by 
such  flimsy  evidence  as  this  latest  charge  is  supported  by, 
and  we  in  England  look  forward  confidently  to  a  decision 
that  will  again  vindicate  Dr.  Wiley's  "  integrity,  ability, 
good  judgment,  and  strict  adherence  to  duty." 


The  U.S. P. 

is  once  more  in  the  making.  It  seems  only  a 
few  years  since  the  last  edition  was  published,  and  all  the 
omens  point  to  a  re-issue  before  the  new  B.P.  makes  its  ap- 
pearance. Last  week  I  commented  on  the  leisurely  nature 
of  the  work  that  is  being  done  on  that  publication,  and 
though  comparisons  are  odorous,  as  Mrs.  Malaprop  used 
to  observe,  it  may  do  good  to  point  out  that  there  is  the 
probability  of  two  U.S.  Pharmacopoeias  being  issued  for 
our  one.  Perhaps  this  outlook,  combined  with  the  reitera- 
tion of  the  fact  that  our  present  B.P.  is  hopelessly  out 
of  date,  may  induce  the  General  Medical  Council  to  get 
a  move  on.  I  fear  even  this  will  not  do  much  good, 
though  it  is  a  well-known  fact  in  natural  history  that 
nothing  stimulates  a  certain  type  of  animal  to  exertion 
sooner  than  the  presence  of  a  rival.  The  same  quadruped 
is  also  said  to  be  encouraged  by  having  a  carrot  suspended 
in  front  of  him.  Is  there  no  inducement  we  can  dangle 
in  front  of  the  G.M.C.  ? 

The  Proposed  Additions 

to  the  U.S. P.  are  not  numerous, 
but  they  are  an  interesting  selection,  and  I  am  not  sure 
if  we  could  do  worse  than  adopt  them  as  they  stand  for 
the  new  B.P.  The  General  Medical  Council  is  not,  how- 
ever, likely  to  be  ready  for  such  a  bold  6tep.  Biological 
products  are  to  be  increased,  antitetanic  serum  and  vac- 
cine virus  being  invited  to  keep  antidiphtheria  serum  com- 
pany after  the  latter  has  become  familiar  with  the  pains 
and  penalties  of  official  recognition,  both  in  the  U.S.A.  and 
in  Germany.  Surely  these  ought  also  to  be  in  the  B.P., 
though  of  course  their  inclusion  would  mean  the  adoption 
of  the  principle  of  tests  on  animals,  and  we  may  be  pre- 
pared for  an  outcry  from  the  anti-vivisection  societies  the 
moment  such  a  thing  is  mentioned.  The  inclusion  of  com- 
pressed gases,  the  glycerophosphates,  sodium  cacodyiate 
(again  coming  into  fashion  as  a  rival  to  salvarsan),  30  per 
cent,  hydrogen  dioxide,  and  various  new  alkaloidal  com- 
binations are  all  evidence  that  the  new  U.S. P.  will  be 
thoroughly  up  to  date. 

The  Poet  Clare 

is,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  known  to  me  only 
from  selections,  but  judging  from  the  pieces  by  virtue  of 
which  alone  he  survives  for  the  general  reader,  I  should 
not  say  that  his  descriptions  of  scenery  "take  all  their 
colour  from  the  wild-flowers  he  selects."  Certainly  this 
is  not  the  case  if  the  word  "  colour"  is  to  be  understood 
literally.  Nor  are  his  references  to  flowers,  so  far  as  my 
knowledge  of  him  goes,  remarkable  for  minutely  accurate 
observation  ;  when  he  is  purely  descriptive  he  is  accurate 
enough  as  to  fact,  but  he  is  apt,  even  then,  to  be  a  little 
over-sentimental,  and  sentimentality  does  not  make  for 
accuracy.  To  say  that  at  evening  the  buttercup  shuts  up 
his  "golden  jewels  "  from  "  soiling  dew"  is  not  to  speak 
quite  truly;  to  describe  the  heath-bell  (whatever  flower  is 
meant)  as  "  gilt  with  dew  "  is  certainly  not  accurate;  nor 
can  it  properly  be  said  that  the  "  tender  green  buds  "  of 
early  spring  "blush  upon  the  thorn."  This  is  "poetic 
diction"  merely.  Clare  does  not,  like  Keats,  make 
peaches  ripen  alongside  of  a.  lime-tree  in  flower,  but 
neither  has  he,  I  fancy,  such  delightful  touches,  showing 
delicate  observation  as  well  as  vivid  descriptive  power,  as. 
that  poet's 

"  Here  are  sweet-peas,  on  tip-toe  for  a  flight, 
With  wings  of  gentle  flush  o'er  delicate  white, 
And  taxier  fingers  catching  at  all  things, 
To  bind  them  all  about  with  tiny  rings." 
Mr.  Druce's  essay,  for  which  I  shall  look  with  interest, 
as  a  lover  both  of  poetry  and  of  flowers,  may  prove  me 
wrong,  but  Clare  seems  to  me  to  use  flowers  most  happily, 
not  in  description,  but  as  vehicles  of  feeling.      He  is 
essentially  a  poet  of  sentiment  and  fancy ;  he  is  at  his 
best  (always  excepting  that  terrible  "  I  am  !  yet  what  I 
am")  in  such  pieces  as  "The  Tell-tale  Flowers,"  with 
its  delightful  conceits — ■ 

"  The  mouse-ear  looked  with  bright  blue  eye, 
And  said,  '  Forget-me-not.'  " 

The  descriptions  of  country  sounds  and  sights  in  his 
"  Summer  Evening"  owe  little  to  the  flowers  named  in 
the  poem.

Tincture-making  in  Bond. 

If  the  drug-trade  is  fortunate  in  getting  through  the 
Finance  Bill  the  concession  as  regards  the  wholesaling  of 
rectified  spirits,  there  is  another  subject  which  might  have 
the  renewed  attention  of  wholesale  druggists  and  others 
directly  interested — viz.,   the   manufacture  of  alcoholic 
medicinal  preparations  in  bond.    This  subject  was  dealt 
with  incidentally  by  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer  in  his  lecture  on 
Industrial  Alcohol  (C.  &  D.,  May '27,  index  folio  781)., 
His  remarks  created  at  the  time  no  little  interest  in  those 
circles  where  there  is  more  or  le:s  intimate  knowledge  of 
the  official  regulations  which  bear  upon  the  use  of  alcohol 
in  manufactures,  but  few  appreciate  the  comparatively 
little  difficulty  in  the  way  of  manufacture  in  bond  of 
alcoholic  pharmaceutical  preparations.      At  the  present 
time,  although  perfumes  may  be  made  in  bond  from  duty- 
free spirits,  no  such  privilege  is  allowed  in  the  case  of 
tinctures  or  medicinal  spirits.    In  our  opinion  there  is 
no  adequate  reason  why  the  concession  granted  to  makers 
of  perfumes  should  not  be  extended  to  chemists  who  desire 
to  make  tinctures  or  medicinal    spirits    in    bond.  It 
would  be  quite  within  the  competence  of  the  Board  of 
Customs  and  Excise  to  allow  it,  no  appreciable  strain 
would  be  imposed  on  the  officers  of  the  department  in 
carrying  it  out,  and  it  is  beyond  question  that  it  would 
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give  a  great  impetus  to  trade  which  is  of  large  and 
growing  importance.    It  is  true  that  a  manufacturer  of 
tinctures  or  medicinal  spirits  may  deposit  such  spirits  in 
a  bonded  warehouse  for  exportation  under  the  regulations 
now  in  force  and  receive  drawback  of  the  duty  paid  on 
them,  but  he  can  only  do  so  if  the  tinctures,  etc.,  are 
contained  in  casks  of  a  minimum  capacity  of  nine  gallons 
and  subject  to  conditions  which   have  been  found  in 
practice  to  be  quite  unsuited  to  the  requirements  of  the 
trade.    The  result  is  that  the  exportation  of  tinctures 
■or  medicinal  preparations  is  confined  to  that  which  takes 
place    direct    from    the    premises    of    the  wholesale 
druggist,   licensed  as  a  compounder,  who  makes  them. 
Such  a  system  has  serious  imperfections  which  it  is  in 
the  interest  of  the  trade  should  not  be  allowed  to  con 
tinue.    Only  spirits  upon  which  duty  has  been  paid  can 
be  used  in  the  manufacture  of  the  tinctures.      A  large 
initial  outlay  of  capital  to  meet  the  duty  on  the  spirits 
is  thus  inevitable,  and  in  this  way  not  only  is  competition 
unduly  restricted,  but  the  individual  trader  finds  himself 
gravely  hampered  when  he  wishes  to  try  experiments 
with  new  lines  of  preparations.    Drawback  of  the  duty  is, 
of  course,  paid  on  the  exportation  of  the  tinctures,  and 
an  allowance  is  made  to  meet  the  waste  of  spirits  in  the 
course  of  manufacture,  but  the  system  under  which  this 
allowance  is  granted  is  admittedly  unscientific  and  unsatis- 
factory.   A  fixed  addition  of  3  per  cent,  for  waste  is 
made  to  the  proof  quantity  exported  without  respect  to 
the  character  of  the  preparation,  to  the  process  of  manu- 
facture followed,  or  to  the  period  during  which  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  retain  the  article  before  placing 
it  on  the  market.     Now,  wo  think  that  the  manufacture 
of  tinctures  from  duty-free  spirits  should  be  allowed  in 
bonded    warehouses   under   similar   conditions   to  those 
which  govern  the  preparation  of  perfumes  and  the  bottling 
of  British  liqueurs  at  the  present  time.  It  is  grossly  unfair 
to  chemists  that  they  should  be  denied  facilities  for 
the     beneficial     employment    of    alcohol     which  are 
granted  to  persons  engaged  in  the  traffic  in  beverages 
which  the  Legislature  has  shown  that  it  regards  as  in- 
volving dangers  against  which  the  community  requires  to 
"be  safeguarded.    The  concession  would  really  involve  no 
new  departure,  either  so  far  as  the  law  is  concerned  or 
in  the  routine  of  departmental  practice.    The  Spirits  Act, 
1880,  gives   permission  to  a  licensed  rectifier  or  com- 
pounder to  add  sweetening  or  colouring  matter  or  any 
other  ingredient  to  spirits  in  bond.    Such  an  authority 
would,  it  is  clear,  cover  the  case  of  the  preparation  of  a 
tincture  in  bond  by  a  person  holding  the  compounder's 
Jicence,  which  must,  under  the  regulations  at  present  in 
force,  be  taken  out  by  a  person  who  wishes  to  export 
tinctures  on  drawback  direct  from  his  premises.    And  this 
in  reality  indicates  the  whole  extent  of  the  concession 
which  we  contend  should  be  granted  to  chemists.  When 
once  the  tincture  has  been  made  in  bond,  the  present 
official  regulations  provide  for  its  being  bottled  and  packed 
for  exportation.    It  thus  becomes  difficult  to  understand 
what  can  be  the  departmental  objections  to  be  urged  to 
the  grant  of  the  concession.    We  can  conceive  of  only  two 
— first,  the  increased  cost  to  the  Crown  of  the  official 
•  supervision  of  the  processes  of  manufacture  in  bond,  and, 
second,  the  difficulty  of  fixing  an  equitable  standard  of 
allowances  for  waste  in  manufacture.    But  as  a  set-off  to 
the  former  may  be  placed  the  saving  in  the  official  time 
-of  attendance  given  at  the  premises  of  exporters  under  the 
present  system,  as  well  as  in  the  time  now  devoted  to  the 
■work  of  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  drawback  payable  on 
the  duty-paid  spirits  used  in  making  of  tinctures.  As 


for  the  difficulty  of  fixing  an  equitable  scale  of  waste 
allowances,  we  confess  that  it  is  with  reluctance  we  have 
come  to  give  credence  to  the  report  that  a  great  depart- 
ment of  the  Crown,  with  so  many  years  of  official  experi- 
ence to  draw  upon,  cannot  in  such  a  matter  as  this  frame 
regulations  which,  while  conceding  what  honest  traders 
may  fairly  ask  for,  would  be  adequate  to  safeguard  the 
Revenue  against  fraud.  We  are  in  no  doubt  that  if  the 
Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  do  shrink  from  this  task, 
the  body  of  manufacturing  chemists  would  be  ready  to 
come  to  their  assistance  with  practical  proposals  satis- 
factory to  all  parties  concerned.  In  any  event,  the  im- 
portance of  the  concession,  if  granted,  would  be  out  of  all 
proportion  to  the  objections  with  which  those  who  advo- 
cate it  are  met.  An  important  branch  of  the  export  trade 
of  the  country  would  be  materially  assisted  in  its  growth 
with  no  greater  sacrifice  than  the  removal  of  restrictions 
which  probably  have  only  existed  so  long  because  the 
justification  for  their  existence  has  never  been  challenged. 


Sale  of  "  Poisonous  "  Articles. 

It  is  desirable  to  remind  retailers  in  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  that  after  Saturday,  September  30,  new  regulations 
come  into  forte  in  regard  to  the  sale  of 
Sulphuric  Acid, 
Nitric  Acid, 
Hydrochloric  Acid, 
Soluble  Salts  of  Oxalic  Acid, 
(and  on  February  1,  1912) 

Liquid  Ammonia  containing  more  than  5  per  cent, 
by  weight  of  free  Ammonia. 

By  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act  (Section  5)  it  is  re- 
quired that  each  of  these  substances  when  sold  by  retail 
shall  be  distinctly  labelled  with 

(1)  The  name  of  the  substance. 

(2)  The  word  "  POISONOUS." 

(3)  The  name  and  address  of  the  seller. 

By  Order  in  Council  of  March  22  it  is  required  that  on 
and  after  October  1  the  following  additional  regulations 
shall  apply  : 

(4)  The  label  shall  bear,  distinctly  printed  thereon, 
the  additional  words  "  Not  to  be  taken." 

(5)  Any  liquid  substance  to  which  the  section  applies 
shall  not  be  delivered  or  sent  out  except  in  bottles  or 
other  containers  rendered  distinguishable  by  touch  from 
ordinary  bottles  or  containers  [i.e.,  A  Po  son  Bottle], 

The  new  regulations,  if  literally  interpreted,  require 
such  a  label  as  the  following  :

Section  5  does  not  mention  a  "label,"  but  only  "label- 
ling," and  in  the  meantime  the  official  requirements  will  no 
doubt  be  met  by  the  use  of  an  additional  label  for  "  Not  to 
be  taken  "  ;  but  it  is  advisable  for  retailers  to  use  such 
labels  as  the  above.  We  must  also  give  warning  that  the 
word  "  Poison  "  does  not  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Act"; 

Poisonous  "  must  be  used.  Manufacturers,  and  whole- 
salers are  not  required  t-o  conform  to  the  regulations,  but 
no  doubt  wholesale  druggists  will  conform.  The  regula- 
tions must  be  observed  by  all  who  retail  the  substances, 
whether  they  are  registered  chemists  or  not.  Retailers  may 
find  it  an  advantage  to  place  this  article  in  their  shops 
where  it  may  be  seen  by  all  engaged  in  retailing. 
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Abolishing  Examinations. 

It  is  reported  that  at  the  meeting  of  the  British  Associa- 
tion at  Portsmouth  last  week  Sir  William  Ram6ay  declared 
that  "examinations  for  scholarships  ought  to  be  entirely 
abolished.  He  thought  it  quite  possible  to  dispense  with 
examinations,  even  for  doctors.  The  time  was  ripe  for 
a  Government  inquiry  into  the  nature  and  use  of  examina- 
tions as  now  conducted."  This  is,  of  course,  a  broad 
generalisation  of  Sir  William's  ideas  in  regard  to  the 
evil  of  examinations.  These  he  has  frequently  expressed, 
and  what  he  actually  said  at  Portsmouth  was  : 

"The  modern  system  of  external  examinations,  known 
only  in  this  country,  is  responsible  for  much  of  its  lethargy 
in  things  intellectual.  .  .  .  Students  are  bribed  by  scholar- 
ships— a  form  of  pauperisation  practically  unknown  in  every 
country  but  our  own :  and  to  crown  the  edifice,  we  test 
results  by  examinations  of  a  kind  not  adapted  to  gauge 
originality  and  character  (if.  indeed,  these  can  ever  be  tested 
by  examination),  instead  of,  as  on  the  Continent  and  in 
America,  trusting  the  teachers  to  form  an  honest  estimate 
of  the  capacity  and  ability  of  each  student,  and  awarding 
honours  accordingly." 

From  this  it  does  not  appear  that  it  is  Sir  William 
Ramsay's  desire  to  abolish  tests  of  all  kinds  before  either 
awarding  scholarships  or  conferring  degrees.  The 
main  objection  is  to  giving  these  on  a  basis  of  examina- 
tion— chiefly.  The  Scottish  Universities  have  recently 
decided  to  confer  certain  degrees  without  all  the  profes- 
sional examinations  which  have  hitherto  been  in  force ;  but 
this  does  not  mean  that  there  will  be  no  examinations. 
Each  candidate's  studies  and  work  will  be  taken  into 
.account  as  he  or  she  goes  along ;  the  class  examinations 
and  tests  will  have  to  be  satisfactorily  done  by  the  candi- 
date, whose  professors  or  teachers  will  testify  to  their 
progress  ;  and  if  at  the  end  of  the  curriculum  the  candidate 
has  proved  himself  to  be  brilliant  in  the  subjects  of  the 
degree  which  he  desires  he  will  get  it  as  a  matter  of  course, 
without  formal  professional  examinations.  In  some  cases 
a  final  examination  may  be  required.  We  dare  say  that 
the  Scottish  system  is  what  Sir  William  Ramsay  is  aiming 
at  for  degree-granting  bodies.  An  eminent  authority  on 
technical  education  recently  expressed  the  opinion  to  us 
that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  is  going 
entirely  the  wrong  way  in  dividing  the  Qualif ying  examina- 
tion and  making  other  arrangements  which  mean  that 
candidates  are  to  be  better  fitted  to  pass  the  examination 
rather  than  better  fitted  for  business.  What  he  meant 
was,  in  effect,  that  the  examination  papers  should  be 
marked  in  advance  (i.e.,  before  the  candidate  enters  the 
examination-room)  with  marks  in  respect  to  his  training 
(progress  as  apprentice  and  assistant)  and  education  (con- 
duct and  work  of  the  candidate  at  a  recognised  6chool). 
Such  marks  should  form  a  large  part  of  the  marks  required 
to  qualify.  With  the  principle  of  thi6  we  agree,  both  as 
regards  diplomas  and  scholarships,  but  the  difficulties  in 
the  way  of  carrying  it  out  are  much  greater  in  phar- 
macy and  other  directions  than  in  Universities.  The 
latter  has  the  official  eye  on  the  candidate  from  the  first 
day  that  he  begins  work  for  his  qualification  ;  in  pharmacy 
the  official  eye  does  not  6ee  the  candidate  until  he  enters 
the  examination-room,  and  the  spirit  of  the  business  is 
against  official  inspection  of  the  candidate's  work  behind 
the  counter  or  at  school.  Hence  the  custom  of  relying 
only  upon  the  candidate's  work  in  the  examination-room. 
Nevertheless,  it  would  be  an  immense  advantage  to  candi- 
dates if  the  Society  could  devise  a  means  of  allowing  for 
business  work.  For  example,  apprentice  masters  might  be 
approved,  and  the  reports  of  such  men  upon  their  appren- 
tices could  be  assessed  and  put  to  the  credit  of  the  persons 
when  they  are  examined. 


Sea-water  Treatment. 

The  "British  Medical  Journal,"  referring  to  the  treat- 
ment of  diarrhoea  by  sea-water  plasma  and  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Quinton  dispensary  at  Soho  by  Mr.  Otto  Beit, 
says  : 

"  Very  picturesque  accounts  of  the  results  obtained  at  this- 
institution  in  respect  of  the  so-called  cholera  of  infants  by 
the  subcutaneous  injection  of  the  fluid  sold  under  M. 
Quinton's  name  have  been  published,  and  no  doubt  have- 
some  foundation  in  fact.  When,  however,  a  representative 
of  the  '  British  Medical  Journal '  visited  the  dispensary  he 
found  no  cases  under  treatment  which  at  an  ordinary  hospital 
would  have  been  written  down  as  of  the  class  indicated,  and! 
the  children  he  saw  were  over  the  age  at  which  infantile- 
diarrhoea  is  eminently  fatal.  In  addition  the  history  of 
their  illness  and  sufferings  given  by  the  mothers  was  in  at 
least  one  instance  accepted  with  a  somewhat  touching  con- 
fidence ;  so  he  left,  grateful  for  the  courtesv  with  which  he- 
had  been  received,  but  in  a  somewhat  disappointed  frame  of 
mind.  Still,  he  is  not  certain  that  the  cases  seen  during  his- 
visit  were  typical  of  all  those  treated,  so  at  a  later  date  we- 
may  have  something  more  to  say  on  the  subject." 
By  that  time  cooler  weather,  as  well  as  cooler  ideas  about 
the  Quinton  treatment,  will  prevail,  and  the  "  Dailv 
Mail  "  will  have  found  something  else  just  as  good  to  keep- 
up  the  excitement  and  hysteria  which  seem  to  be  requisite- 
for  its  existence. 

Japanese  Peppermint. 

Professor  Dr.  H.  Thorns,  whose  paper  on  the  cultivation, 
of  Japanese  peppermint  in  Germany  was  reported  in  the 
C.  tfc  D.,  1910,  II.,  934,  has  now  published  another 
("Apotheker  Zeitung,"  1911,  66,  686)  on  the  subject. 
The  plants  were  obtained  from  Japan,  and  were  identified) 
as  those  of  Mentha  canadensis  var.  jJiperascen?,  Briquet, 
or  -1/.  arvensis  var.  piperascens,  Christy.  In  the 
summer  of  1910  a  small  field  wa.s  available  for  harvesting, 
at  Dahlem,  near  Berlin.  Plants  were  also  sent  out  to 
German  South-West  Africa,  and  cultivated  at  Okahandja. 
The  plants  were  distilled,  and  the  German-grown  crop 
yielded  0.893  per  cent,  of  oil  (on  the  dry  herb)  ;  while 
the  South-West  African  plants  yielded  6.976  per  cent. 
The  oils  had  the  characters  given  below_,  which  are  com- 
pared with  a  high-grade  Japan  distilled  oil.  From  these- 
figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  menthol-value  of  the  oils- 
distilled  from  the  plants  grown  both  in  Germany  and  in 
the  German  colony  is  sufficiently  high  to  warrant  the 
belief  that  menthol  production  may  become  a-  German 
industry.

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  essential-oil  bearing 
plants  of  the  Labiatce  are  very  capricious,  and  constantly 
change  in  character  with  change  of  soil  and  climate.  Thus- 
Mitcham  peppermint -plants  cultivated  in  Sicily  will  in  a 
year  or  two  alter  in  character  and  yield  an  oil  which 
does  not  in  the  least  resemble  English  peppermint  oil. 
The  same  is  true  of  English  lavender-plants  cultivated  in 
the  Alps.  So  that  it  will  require  a  few  years  to  decide 
whether  the  Japanese  plants  "revert"  in  German  soii 
and  ultimately  yield  an  oil  with  lower  menthol-value.

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Rheum  Pal  ma  turn  : 

The  Source  of  good  Pharmaceutical  Rhubarb. 

By  Dr.  C.  C.  Hosseus. 

THE  author  in  this  paper  communicated  to  the  "  Archiv 
der  Pharmazie,"  1911,  419,  deals  with  the  identity 
■of  rhubarb-plants  grown  at  the  Botanic  Gardens,  Dahlem, 
mear  Berlin,  which  he  has  compared  with  Kew  Gardens 
specimens.  After  referring  to  work  on  the  subject  by 
Dr.  Albert  Tafel,  and  acknowledging  assistance  from 
Colonel  Prain,  Dr.  Stapf,  Professor  Dr.  Engler,  Professor 
Dr.  Fischer  von  Waldheim,  Professor  Dr.  Urban,  Dr. 
Augustine  Henry,  and  Mr.  E.  H.  Wilson  (C .  <t-  D.,  1906, 
II.,  371),  he  says  that  the  most  important  result  of  all 
recent  researches  and  his  own  inquiries  proves  that  good 
rhubarb  only  originates  from  Rheum  palmatum,  Linne. 
This  is  confirmed  by  the  statement  of  Dr.  Tschirch  "  that 
■of  all  Eheum  species  cultivated  in  Bern,  Rheum  palmatum 
rtindoubtedly  affords  the  highest  percentage  of  rhizome 
>(2.8  per  cent.),  while  Rheum  officinale  (2  per  cent.)  and 
Rheum  Collinianum  (1.8  per  cent)  are  far  behind  the 
■generic  plant."  Maximowicz  comes  to  the  same  result 
which  Tschirch  based  on  Wilson's  observation,  and  6ays  : 
"  Let  us  admit  that  we  have  at  present  two  types  which 
afford  excellent  rhubarb,  but  Rheum  palmatum  has  the 
•.advantage  that  its  authenticity  as  the  original  plant  of  the 
Kjachta  rhubarb  is  now  raised  above  all  doubts.  .  .  . 
"Let  us  then  hold  fast  to  Rheum  palmatum,  and  pay  heed 
that  its  culture  on  a  large  scale  shall  not  be  neglected. 
Should  Rheum  officinale  prove  an  equally  valuable  product, 
we  have  the  choice  between  the  two." 

Tschirch  closes  his  "  Studien  uber  den  Rhabarber  und 
seine  Stammpflanze  "  with  the  sentence  : 

"The  matter  appears  to  stand  thus:  that  the  '  southern' 
rhubarb  from  Szechuan  is  derived  from  Rheum  officinale, 
and  the  'northern'  from  Kuku-Nor  from  Rheum  palmatum 
var.  tanguticum." 

The  hypothesis  that  Rheum  officinale  affords  good 
a'hubarb  wa9  based  on  the  observations  of  Wilson  and 
Dr.  Henry ;  but  Wilson  has  admitted  to  the  author  that 
he  no  longer  is  of  opinion  that  the  best  rhubarb  is  derived 
'from  Rheum  officinale,  and  that  it  comes  from  Rheum 
palmatum.  Dr.  Henry  admitted  that  he  discovered  in  the 
forest  region  of  Hupeh  only  one  very  large  specimen. 
'Of  this  Dr.  Tafel  gives  an  indisputable  explanation.  He 
■writes  : 

"The  Thibetans,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  dig  up  the  roots  of 
the  other  Rheum  types,  pretend  to  dry  them,  and  state  that 
they  obtain  the  rhubarb  from  these.  But  by  this  they  only 
took  the  Europeans  in,  just  as  the  Chinese  do." 

Dr.  Tafel  himself  collected  some  Rheum  plants 
{R.  spiciforme),  with  reference  to  which  the  Thibetans 
attempted  the  same  trick  upon  him.  This,  the  author 
thinks,  explains  another  error  which  has  grown  up  in 
'literature  with  regard  to  the  manner  of  drying.  Tschirch 
writes  : 

"  It  is  dried  in  a  shady,  airy  place — for  example,  under 
the  roof  of  a  house — thus  not  in  the  sun  (although  called  in 
'commerce  '  sun-dried  '),  and  not  with  artificial  heat.  In  com- 
merce '  high-dried  ' — i.e.,  artificially  dried — is  also  specified." 

The  author  remarks  that  "high-dried"  practically 
means  high  (hoch)  or  dried  by  hanging  (hangend  getrock- 
net),  and  has  nothing  to  do  with  artificial  heat.  The 
■description  "  sun-dried  "  has  also  its  justification.  We 
find  Dr.  Tafel  stating  that 

"  The  cedar-woods  of  East  Tsaidam  are  the  real  home  of 
the  better  kinds  of  what  is  termed  in  pharmacy  Shensi  rhu- 
barb. In  the  months  of  August  and  September  numerous 
Chinese  Mahommedans  come  there  with  the  object  of  pilfer- 
ing the  rhizome,  which  in  this  place  is  peeled  and  dried." 

On  cedar-twig  labels  is  the  statement  that  the  rhizome  is 
dried  on  string  stretched  from  one  tree  to  the  other,  the 
trees  not  being  closely  planted.  We  thus  see  that  the 
rhizome  is  almost  always  dried  in  the  open  and  under 
trees.  Seldom  is  the  drying  done  in  houses.  These  kinds 
'[i.e.,  dried  in  houses]  are  sold  in  commerce  as  "high- 
dried,"  whereas  the  rhizome  dried  under  the  cedars  is 
described  as  "sun-dried." 

If  we  examine  the  literature  with  regard  to  the 
source  of  rhubarb  back  to  the  earliest  times  we  find 


invariably  two  undisputed  statements — that  the  drug  is 
gathered  from  one  kind  only,  and  this  originates  in 
Tangutland.  It  may  be  remarked  in  passing  that 
according  to  Tafel  the  name  "  Tangut  "  is  incorrect.  In 
Eastern  Thibet,  from  the  Kuku-Nor  lake  in  the  north  to 
the  Himalaya  chain  in  the  south,  a  race  lives  which  speaks 
Thibetan.  A  distinction  between  Tanguts  and  Thibetans 
has  no  justification.  The  word  "Tangut"  is  misleading, 
and  should  as  far  as  possible  be  avoided.  This  is  prac- 
tically a  repetition  of  the  old  case  of  "  Cathay  "  and 
"China."  Travellers  from  the  north  were  told  by  the 
Mongolians  that  the  inhabitants  were  called  Tanguts, 
the  ordinary  designation  for  Thibetans.  Travellers  from 
the  south  heard  and  read  from  the  first  the  Thibetan 
name  of  "  Bod." 

Ferdinand  von  Richthofen  proved  that  good  rhubarb 
is  a  native  of  northernmost  Szechuan,  and,  above  all, 
Thibet.  This  was  confirmed  by  Przewalski,  the  first 
European  to  make  an  exhaustive  study  of  the  matter, 
who  at  one  time  definitely  pointed  out  that  good  phar- 
maceutical rhubarb  is  a  derivative  of  Rheum  palmatum, 
Linne.  Under  this  name  Maximowicz  at  first  described 
Przewalski's  plant,  which  he  afterwards  distinguished  as 
a  typicum  and  0  tanguticum.  Balfour  was  the  first  to 
object  to  this  distinction,  and  Tschirch  afterwards  ques- 
tioned its  justification. 

On  the  basis  of  his  own  observations  the  author  ex- 
presses doubt  as  to  whether  the  difference  between  the 
more  or  less  deeply  indented  leaves,  which  are  extremely 
varied,  justify  a  distinction.  On  the  contrary,  all  the 
plants  have  a  common  point  in  a  round,  not  angular,  stem 
speckled  with  a  number  of  red  dots  up  to  1  mm.  in  length. 
We  further  only  find  such  in  the  case  of  Rheum  Col- 
linianum and  the  hybrid  Rheum  rugosum,  which  also  have 
indented  leaves. 

In  Kew  Gardens,  among  the  Rheum  palmatum  plants 
we  find  only  one  very  interesting  specimen,  which  shows 
a  totally  distinct  habit  of  leaf.  While  the  measurement 
of  the  first  is  70  to  77  cm.  long  and  94  to  110  cm.  broad 
for  the  leaf-surface,  and  38  cm.  stalk,  the  latter  has  a 
leaf-surface  of  36  to  38  cm.  long  and  30  to  34  cm.  broad, 
with  stalk  38  cm.  long,  while  the  indentations  of  the  leaves 
of  the  first  are  64  cm.  and  of  the  latter  only  13  cm. 
This  shows  the  strong  tendency  of  the  plant  to  variations 
in  the  leaf,  whether  from  natural  causes  or  through 
mixture  of  types.  The  round  stem  with  typical  spots, 
however,  is  here  preserved  absolutely  unvaried. 

Generally,  the  strong  tendency  of  the  Rheum  types  to 
hybridising  is  noteworthy.  We  are  all  aware  that 
rhubarb  has  an  ancient  culture  behind  it.  Districts  now 
depopulated  were  at  one  time  densely  populous,  and  these 
people  knew  how  to  appreciate  the  value  of  rhubarb. 
Why  not  suppose  that  Rheum  species  were  then  cultivated  ? 

Reviewing  all  the  species  of  rheum  we  find  after  Rheum 
palmatum,  Linne,  a  second  species,  less  valuable  but  next 
in  importance,  Rheum  officinale.  In  this  case,  as  in  the 
other,  we  have  indented  leaves  and  a  similar  inflorescence 
to  connect  the  one  with  the  other,  but  a  round  stem 
without  the  spots.  Rheum  officinale  should  (the  author 
considers)  be  appreciated  less  for  the  rhizome  than  for  the 
excessively  fleshy  soft  stalks  and  leaves.  Rheum  offi- 
cinale, as  Wilson  himself  states,  is  widely  grown.  The 
natives  themselves  admit  that  cultivated  rhubarb  (such 
as  Rheum  pedmatum)  affords  poorer  rhizome  than  rhubarb 
growing  in  its  native  ground.  Why  is  it  planted  ?  Only 
for  the  nourishing  leaves  and  stalks  which,  especially  in 
Buddhist  countries  with  vegetarian  diet,  are  highly  ap- 
preciated. The  author  also  mentions  that  Rheum  pal- 
matum plants  growing  under  the  shadow  of  the  trees  in 
Steglitz  are  in  excellent  condition,  and  blossom  freely, 
whereas  the  plants  in  the  sunshine  not  only  do  not  blossom, 
but  of  twenty-one  leaves  at  least  thirteen  fail — a  proof  that 
Rheum  palmatum  loves  the  shade.  Finally,  the  author 
says  that  "one  thing  is  now  certain,  and  that  is  that 
Dr.  Tafel  has  reached  the  true  solution  of  the  problem 
of  the  generic  plant  of  our  good  pharmaceutical  rhubarb. 
The  plants  sent  to  me  by  him  for  identification  are 
identical  with  Rheum  palmatum,  Linne,  cultivated  in  Bern 
from  seed."  As  a  postscript  he  adds  the  following 
letter  from  Mr.  Wilson,  of  Kew,  whose  paper  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  has  already  been  mentioned  : 
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"Observations  and  investigations  during  my  travels  in 
Western  China  in  1907-8  and  again  in  1910  have  caused 
m©  to  modify  the  opinion  I  published  in  1906  concerning  the 
source  of  Chinese  medicinal  rhubarb.  The  medicinal 
rhubarb  collected  around  Tatien-lu  (Tachien-lu)  and  also 
in  Western  llupeh  is  most  certainly  It.  officinale,  as  stated 
in  1906.  That  collected  around  Sungpan,  North-Western 
Szechuan,  and  in  the  Thibetan  country  to  the  west  and 
north-west  of  that  region  is  unquestionably  It.  palmatum 
var.  tanguticum.  It  is  possible  that  other  species  of  Rheum, 
native  of  these  Chino-Thibetan  uplands,  are  also  used  for 
adulterating  the  Chinese  rhubarb  of  commerce.  At  any  rate, 
having  seen  many  thousands  of  plants  of  both  It.  officinale 
and  It.  palmatum  var.  tanguticum  growing  wild  in  their 
respective  haunts.  I  am  now  satisfied  that  the  two  species 
are  involved.  The  rhubarb  from  the  Sungpan  regions 
(7?.  palmatum  var.  tanguticum)  is  considered  by  the  Chinese 
to  be  much  superior  to  the  rhubarb  from  the  Tatien-lu 
regions  (It.  officinal/),  and  it  fetches  a  considerably  higher 
price  in  the  market." 


British  Association. 


THE  Portsmouth  meeting  of  the  British  Association  for 
the  Advancement  of  Science,  although  favoured  with 
delightful  weather  conditions,  attracted  a  smaller  number 
of  members  and  visitors  than  usual.  At  a  Council 
meeting  held  on  September  1,  Professor  E.  A.  Schafer,  of 
the  Edinburgh  University  Chair  of  Physiology,  was 
chosen  President  for  the  Dundee  meeting  next  year,  the 
opening  date  being  fixed  for  Wednesday,  September  4, 
1912.  The  President  (Sir  William  Ramsay,  F.R.S.)  grate- 
fully accepted  an  invitation  from  the  City  and  University 
of  Birmingham  to  hold  the  1913  meeting  in  that  city.  The 
Presidential  Address  was  dealt  with  in  these  columns  last 
week  (C.  &  D.,  September  2,  index  folio  382).  Below 
are  given  the  principal  points  of  pharmaceutical  interest 
in  the  sectional  addresses  and  papers. 

Chemistry. 

Professor  J.  Walker,  F.R.S. ,  in  his  presidential  address 
to  the  Chemical  Section  on  August  31,  discussed  Theories 
of  Solution.  He  said  a  general  theory  of  solution  must 
be  applicable  to  all  solutions — to  those  where  there  is 
mere  intermixture,  as  with 
pentane  and  hexane,  and  to 
those  where  there  is  every 
physical  evidence  of  chemical 
union,  as  with  sulphuric  acid 
and  water.  The  chemically 
inert  saturated  hydrocarbons 
may  be  taken  as  typically 
inactive  solvents  analogous  to 
liquid  argon,  while  water  with 
its  formation  of  hydrates  may 
be  looked  upon  as  a  typically 
active  solvent.  The  osmotic 
pressure  theory  of  van  't  Hoff 
is  a  general  theory  of  solution, 
but  the  solvate  theory  is  not,  and  is  also  perfectly  com- 
patible with  the  osmotic  pressure  theory.  Nothing  is 
known  of  the  mechanism  of  osmotic  pressure,  but  great 
advances  have  been  made  in  recent  years  in  regard  to  the 
practical  measurement  of  osmotic  pressures.  The  out- 
standing practical  problem  is  to  show  why  strong  elec- 
trolytes are  not  subservient  to  the  same  laws  as  govern 
weak  electrolytes.  In  connection  with  this  Professor 
Walker  developed  the  theory  that  the  non-ionised  substance 
in  solution  is  responsible  for  abnormality.  In  ammonium 
acetate  solution  the  abnormal  substance  is  ammonium 
acetate,  for  this  occurs  only  in  the  abnormal  acetate 
solution,  and  not  in  the  normal  acetic  acid  and  ammonia. 
The  rate  of  transformation  of  ammonium  cyanate  into  urea 
in  aqueous  and  aqueous-alcoholic  solutions  is  strictly 
bi -molecular  when  referred  to  the  ions,  but  not  mono- 
molecular  when  referred  to  the  non-ionised  substance — a 
piece  of  strong  evidence  that  the  abnormality  is  to  be 
attributed  entirely  to  the  non-ionised  ammonium  cyanate. 
In  equilibrium  of  e'ectrolytes  agreement  between  theory 
and  experiment  is  obtained,  provided  abnormality  is  attri- 
buted to  the  non-ionised  substance,  whether  mass  action 
law  or  the  empirical  van  't  Hoff's  dilution  formula  be

used.  It  is  surely  now  time  that  all  the  irrelevant  andf 
intemperate  things  that  have  been  said  and  written  by 
supporters  of  the  osmotic  pressure  and  electrolytic  disso- 
ciation theories  on  the  one  hand,  and  by  those  of  the 
hydrate  theory  on  the  other,  should  be  forgotten.  Far 
from  being  irreconcilable,  the  theories  are  comple- 
mentary, and  workers  might,  each  according  to  his 
proclivity,  pursue  a  useful  course  in  following  either. 

The  Absorption  of  Iodine  by  Saponarin  is,  according  to 
Dr.  George  Burgen,  due  to  the  presence  of  salts,  the  cold 
aqueous  solution  of  the  glucoside  (1  in  7,000)  not  being 
coloured  by  iodine.  The  colloidal  solution  prepared  by 
boiling  saponarin  with  hot  water  resembles  soluble  starch 
in  its  behaviour  towards  iodine,  the  blue  coloration  not 
appearing  on  the  addition  of  a  pure  aqueous  iodine  solution,, 
but  on  the  addition  of  potassium  iodide  and  many  other 
salts.  It  would  thus  appear  that  some  of  the  salt  is 
absorbed,  and  this  salt,  or  its  cation,  favours  the  absorp- 
tion of  iodine  by  saponarin. 

Physiology. 

In  the  third  interim  report  on  Anaesthetics  Dr.  A.  D. 
Waller  showed  in  his  appendix  that  in  the  "open  ether" 
method  (ether  administered  from  a  closed  mask  kept 
drenched  with  the  anaesthetic)  there  is  no  liability 
to  accidentally  exceed  the  natural  maximum  percentage 
of  ether  (10  in  100).  Ether  is  par  excellence  the  safe 
anaesthetic,  because  it  is  difficult  to  give  too  much  ether, 
while  it  is  only  too  easy  to  give  too  much  chloroform. 
Sir  Frederick  Hewitt,  in  directing  attention  to  the  safety 
of  anpesthetisation  with  chloroform  provided  the  vapour 
does  not  exceed  a  proportion  of  2  per  100,  pointed  out  that 
excitement  and  struggling  during  ansesthetisation  are 
referable,  in  the  majority  of  ca-ses  in  which  they  arise, 
either  to  (1)  imperfections  in  the  inhaling  system  or  actual 
apparatus,  causing  suffocative  sensations,  or  (2)  irregulari- 
ties in  the  vapour  concentration  causing  irritation  to  the 
mucous  membrane  of  the  upper  air-passages.  In  this  con- 
nection he  emphasised  the  importance  of  the  "plenum" 
system  of  administration. 

A  New  Theory  of  Antiseptics  was  broached  by  Dr.  H.  J. 
Hamburger,  who  sees  a  connection  in  the  solubility  of  ger- 
micidal agents  in  fats  and  their  power  of  phagocytosis. 
Iodoform,  even  1  in  5,000,000,  promotes  phagocytosis  (on 
the  above  hypothesis)  by  softening  the*lipoid  membrane 
surrounding  the  cell.  Similarly  chloroform,  chloral,  cam- 
phor, benzine,  turpentine,  and  balsam  of  Peru  promote 
phagocytosis  to  a  considerable  extent,  and,  in  general, 
the  most  favourable  concentration  for  this  purpose  is  de- 
pendent upon  their  relative  solubility  in  fat  and  water. 

In  the  report  on  Ductless  Glands  the  interesting  fact 
was  noted  that  in  frogs  the  thymus  gland  is  frequently 
absent  at  certain  periods  of  the  year.  The  report  on 
Body  Metabolism  in  Cancer  stated  that  a  difficulty  of 
obtaining  various  substances  derived  from  genital  glands, 
especially  nuclein  and  its  derivatives,  was  overcome  by  the 
generosity  and  enterprise  of  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co. 
The  work  so  far  shows  that  the  administration  of  nuclein 
causes  a  diminution  of  the  daily  output  of  phosphates  in 
cases  of  malignant  disease. 

Agriculture  and  Botany. 

Cider  Sickness  was  the  subject  of  a  paper  by  B.  T.  P. 
Barker  and  V.  Florian  Hillier.  The  disorder  commonly 
makes  its  appearance  in  early  summer  and  is  marked  by 
characteristic  frothing,  development  of  a  disagreeable 
peculiar  odour  and  taste,  and  turbidity.  A  bacterium  has 
been  isolated,  which  on  infecting  ciders  and  perrys  repro- 
duces the  various  symptoms.  The  recommendations  for 
combating  cider  sickness  are  :  Sterilisation  of  contami- 
nated utensils,  storage  at  low  temperature,  blending  to 
raise  acidity  above  0.5  per  cent,  of  malic  aoid,  and  to  give 
a  moderately  rapid  normal  rate  of  fermentation. 

Professor 'W.  B.  Bottomley  finds  that  the  root-nodules- 
of  Myrica  Gale  contain  small  rod-like  organisms  identical  in 
appearance  and  structure  with  the  nitrogen-assimilating 
bacteria  occurring  in  leguminous  nodules.  He  also- 
reported  that  the  injurious  effects  of  aqueous  solutions  of 
well-rotted  manure  or  fertile  soil  on  germinating  seeds  and 
on  seedlings  are  due  to  certain  bacteriotoxins,  probably 
toxalbumoses,  which  are  destroyed  on  heating. 
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Estimation  of  Pyrogallol  in  a 
Hair-dye. 

By  M.  S.  Salamon,  B.Sc,  F.C.S.,  and  W.  M.  Seaber, 
B.Sc,  F.I.C  ,  F.C.S. 
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WE  have  recently  had  submitted  to  us  for  analysis  a 
sample  of  hair-dye,  which  on  investigation  was 
found  to  be  a  mixture  of  henna,  pyrogallol,  and  copper 
oxide.  The  estimation  of  the  pyrogallol  presented  con- 
siderable difficulty  as,  on  consulting  the  literature  on  the 
subject,  we  were  unable  to  discover  any  method  for  its 
quantitative  determination.  It  was  impossible  in  this 
case  to  determine  it  by  making  an  aqueous  extract  and 
then  shaking  that  out  with  ether,  as  the  henna  gives  a 
large  aqueous  extract,  a  considerable  part  of  which  is 
extracted  with  ether.  Other  solvents  were  therefore 
tried,  with  a  view  to  finding  one  which  would  extract  as 
little  as  possible  from  the  henna,  and  at  the  same  time 
completely  dissolve  the  pyrogallol.  The  only  one  which 
we  found  of  use  was  ethyl  acetate.  This  extracts  only  a 
comparatively  small  amount  from  the  henna,  and  rapidly 
dissolves  the  pyrogallol ;  but  even  with  this  solvent,  if  the 
mixture  is  simply  extracted  and  the  ethyl  acetate  extract 
evaporated  to  dryness  and  weighed,  the  results  are  about 
25  per  cent,  too  high. 

It  was  therefore  necessary  to  find  some  solvent  which 
would  remove  the  henna  extract  but  not  dissolve  the  pyro- 
gallol, and  for  this  purpose  we  found  a  mixture  of  9  parts 
petroleum  ether  and  1  part  chloroform  most  suitable.  The 
procedure  we  finally  adopted  is  as  follows  : 

Half  to  1  gram  of  the  dye  is  shaken  for  five  minutes  with 
25  c.c.  of  ethyl  acetate,  the  extract  filtered  through  a  dry 
filter,  and  20  c.c.  of  the  filtrate  are  pipetted  into  a  weighed 
flask.  The  ethyl  acetate  is  then  evaporated  nearly  all  off. 
evaporation  being  continued  until  only  just  sufficient  ethyl 
acetate  is  left  to  keep  the  whole  liquid — usually  about  0.5  c.c. 
Fifty  c.c.  of  the  petroleum  ether  mixture  is  added,  the  flask 
then  being  rapidly  rotated,  and  warmed  on  a  reflux  condenser 
for  ten  minutes,  with  constant  shaking.  It  is  then  allowed  to 
stand  for  at  least  three  hours,  or,  in  the  case  of  very  small 
amounts,  overnight.  The  liquid  is  then  decanted  through 
fi  tared  filter,  the  contents  of  the  flask  and  filter  washed 
with  the  petroleum  ether  mixture  until  the  filtrate  is  colour- 
less, then  dried  in  the  steam  oven  and  weighed. 

The  pyrogallol  thus  obtained  is  always  slightly  coloured 
with  a  trace  of  henna  extract,  but  this  seems  to  just 
counterbalance  the  small  error  introduced  by  the  slight 
solubility  of  the  pyrogallol  in  the  petroleum  ether. 

Four  sets  of  dyes  were  made  up,  different  varieties  of 
henna  being  used  : 

Pyrogallol  ... 

Henna   

Copper  oxide 

In  cases  a  and  b,  100  per  cent,  of  the  pyrogallol  present 
was  recovered  ;  in  c  99.7  per  cent.  ;  and  in  d  99.5  per  cent. 
All  the  experiments  were  done  in  duplicate.

West  African  Palm  Oil. — The  importance  of  palm-oil 
extraction  as  a  West  African  industry  is  discussed  in  the 
Financial  Supplement  of  "  The  Times  "  of  September  4.  It 
is  shown  that  great  improvements  are  being  made  in  the 
methods  of  extraction,  and  that  future  developments  in  the' 
industry  may  be  rapid,  seeing  that  it  offers  at  present  a 
profit  of  100  per  cent,  on  the  cost  of  production  and  trans- 
port.

It  should  help  to 
sell  the  goods,  if  brought  to  the  notice  of  customers— by- 
counter  or  window  card. 
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MEDICAL  GLEANINGS. 


Hormonal  in  Constipation. 

"  The  Therapist"  (1911,  85)  publishes  a  translation  of 
Dr.  R.  Glitch's  paper  in  the  "  Munchener  Medic.  Wochen- 
■schrift  "  on  Zuelzer's  hormonal  (peristaltic  hormone),  giving 
notes  on  a  number  of  cases  in  which  it  has  been  employed, 
and  he  concludes  that  hormonal  exercises  a  specific  effect 
on  the  peristaltic  motion  of  the  intestine.  This  effect  is 
in  most  cases  prompt,  and  apparently  lasting.  The  effect 
has  to  be  supported  by  physical  measures,  especially  by 
suitable  and  strict  diet.  Hormonal  is  free  from  unpleasant 
by-effects,  and  it  is  useful  in  inveterate  and  most  obstinate 
■cases  of  constipation. 

Allosan  in  Gonorrhoea. 

Allosan  is  santalol  allophanate.  Mr.  A.  S.  Dawson, 
L.R.C.P.,  etc.,  gives  in  "  The  Hospital  "  his  experience  of 
its  use  in  bladder,  prostate,  and  urethral  inflammation, 
arritation,  strangury,  tenesmus,  etc.  Given  in  doses  of 
two  T^-gT.  tablets  three  or  four  times  daily,  steadily 
•continued  for  a  few  weeks,  it  has  never  failed  to  give 
•complete  satisfaction,  and  in  many  cases  conspicuous  im- 
provement was  observed  in  the  very  beginning  of  the 
treatment.  There  is  no  doubt,  he  adds,  that  the  con- 
venient form  of  this  antigonorrhceic,  as  well  as  the  obvious 
advantages  of  tastelessness  and  odourlessness,  greatly 
assist  the  physician  in  carrying  the  treatment  to  a  success- 
ful issue. 

Determination  of  Sex. 

A  Startling  Theory  on  this  subject  has  been  advanced 
by  M.  Robinson  in  the  "  Comptes  Rendus '  which,  if  true, 
will  for  the  thousandth  time  demonstrate  the  immense 
importance  of  chemical  science  as  a  factor  in  human  life. 
M.  Robinson's  theory,  as  stated  by  "The  Athenaeum"  in 
•a  review  of  his  article,  is  that  "  the  sex  of  the  infant  is 
determined  by  the  activity  of  the  suprarenal  capsules  in 
the  mother,  females  who  are  in  what  he  describes  as  a 
state  of  '  insuffisance  6urrenale '  always  producing  female 
children."  He  has  observed  this  in  fifteen  cases,  and 
argues  that  the  administration  of  adrenalin  in  suitable 
doses  should  produce  male  children.  Though  speaking  at 
present  with  great  reserve,  he  promises  to  go  further  into 
the  subject,  evidently  thinking  himself  upon  the  right 
track.  This  belief  is  strengthened  by  the  consideration 
that  the  suprarenal  capsules  have  for  some  time  been 
a-ecognised  as  a  cause  of  the  nutritive  and  digestive  troubles 
which  frequently  attend  pregnancy,  and  by  Dr.  0. 
Schwartz's  assertion  that  adrenalin  added  to  a  mixture  of 
glucose  and  yeast  increases  the  production  of  carbonic  acid 
by  50  per  cent.  M.  Robinson  thinks  that  in  the  same 
manner  it  increases  the  quantity  of  lipoids  in  the  blood. 

Inhalations  in  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

Dr.  D.  J.  A.  Chowry-Muthu,  in  a  paper  on  the  use 
of  continuous  antiseptic  inhalation  in  the  treatment  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  gave  the  following  combinations 
which  he  employs  :

About  10  drops  is  sprinkled  on  the  cotton-wool  in  a  mask  at 
half  an  hour  or  an  hour's  interval.  The  inhalation  is  com- 
menced for  a  period  of  two  hours,  which  is  gradually  extended 


to  four,  six,  eight,  and  even  nine  hours  daily,  being  reduced 
again  as  improvement  occurs.  This  is  in  early  uncomplicated 
cases.  Should  the  patient's  condition  require  confinement  to 
bed,  the  inhalation  is  continued  all  day  and  as  far  into  the 
night  as  possible,  being  suspended  by  degrees  as  improve- 
ment occurs.  Treatment  commences  with  A  solution,  then 
B,  C  being  employed  chiefly  at  night.  Three  hundred  patients 
have  been  so  treated  with  excellent  results.  Where  dyspnoea 
or  haemoptysis  occurred  the  treatment  was  suspended  for  a 
tiane. 


DENTAL  NOTES. 


Swaged  Aluminium. 

In  swaging  aluminium  it  should  never  be  allowed  to  come 
in  contact  with  the  dies  in  the  first  process  of  hammering. 
Dr.  Titcomb,  of  Brighton,  recommends  the  placing  of  an 
old  piece  of  rubber-dam  between  the  plate  and  die  while 
hammering  with  the  horn  mallet,  and  to  continue  this  until 
the  last  pair  of  dies  are  reached  and  only  the  final  swaging 
to  be  done  without  any  protection.  If  the  aluminium  is 
allowed  to  touch  the  dies,  small  films  of  zinc  are  rubbed 
off  on  to  the  aluminium,  and  when  the  plate  is  annealed, 
these  form  an  alloy  of  zinc  and  aluminium,  which  eats  a 
hole  into  the  plate  when  in  the  mouth.  Dr.  Titcomb  thinks 
annealing  of  aluminium  is  best  accomplished  by  painting 
with  colza  or  any  other  vegetable  oil  and  heating  till  the 
last  trace  of  carbon  is  burnt  off,  then  plunging  in  water. 
Great  care  should  be  taken  to  pickle  the  plate  in  a  50-per- 
cent, solution  of  nitric  acid  each  time  before  annealing. 
This  is  very  important,  as  it  effectually  removes  any 
deposits  of  zinc  and  lead.  A  beautiful  frosted  appearance 
may  be  given  to  the  aluminium  by  placing  it  in  a  solution 
of  caustic  soda  or  potash  (about  2  per  cent.)  for  three 
minutes),  then  placing  it  into  a  50-per-cent.  nitric  acid  solu- 
tion for  the  same  time. 

Dislocation  of  the  Lower  Jaw. 

The  cause  of  dislocation  of  the  lower  jaw  is  most  fre- 
quently due  to  some  violence,  as  a  blow  or  kick.  It  might 
also  be  caused  during  the  extraction  of  the  lower  teeth, 
through  the  mandible  not  being  supported  by  the  left  hand 
during  the  operation.  Opening  the  mouth  to  too  great  an 
extent,  as  in  yawning,  vomiting,  or  shouting,  may  also 
cause  the  articulation  to  come  out.  The  dislocation  may 
be  one-sided,  or,  as  is  most  frequently  the  case,  both  sides 
may  be  out;  the  former  is  usually  caused  by  violence. 
When  both  sides  are  out  (bilateral  dislocation),  the  mouth 
is  open  and  rigid,  the  patient  cannot  close  the  hps,  and 
the  saliva  dribbles  out  over  the  lower  lip  and  chin.  This 
rigid  condition  is  due  to  the  condyles  of  the  lower  jaw 
having  slipped  out  of  their  sockets  and  in  front  of  the 
prominences  of  the  upper  jaw  known  as  the  eminentiae 
articularis,  the  masseter  and  internal  pterygoid  muscles 
have  instantly  contracted,  drawing  the  back  or  condylar 
portions  of  the  lower  jaw  upwards  and  forwards  and 
fixing  them  in  this  position.  The  capsular  ligament  of  the 
joint  is  stretched,  but  rarely  is  torn.  On  examination  a 
hollow  is  felt  behind  the  condyles,  and  the  cheek  will  be 
found  prominent  at  the  zygomatic  arch.  In  one-sided 
(unilateral)  dislocation,  the  mouth  is  open  and  rigid  ;  the 
chin  is  drawn  to  the  side  away  from  the  dislocation.  On 
examination  the  hollow  is  felt  behind  the  condyle  which 
is  dislocated.  In  reducing  dislocation  of  the  lower  jaw, 
it  is  better  to  have  the  thumbs  covered  previously  with  a 
towel  or  napkin  for  fear  of  injury  during  the  sudden 
closure  of  the  jaws.  The  thumbs  are  placed  on  the  molar 
teeth  and  the  fingers  of  both  hands  beneath  the  chin.  A 
steady  downward  pressure  with  the  thumbs  and  an  upward 
pressure  with  the  fingers  is  then  begun,  and  if  the  disloca- 
I  tion  is  recent  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  reduction.  If 
j  more  pressure  is  required  than  can  be  given  by  the  hand 
I  some  wedge  may  be  placed  between  the  molar  teeth  for 
leverage ;  a  cork  is  exceedingly  good  for  this  purpose. 
After  reduction  of  the  dislocation  a  four-tailed  bandage  is 
put  on  and  the  patient  instructed  to  use  the  jaw  as  little 
as  possible  and  the  bandage  to  be  worn  for  a  week  or  two. 
In  long-standing  cases  or  those  which  are  difficult  to  re- 
duce, some  general  anaesthetic  may  have  to  be  given  so 
that  the  contracted  muscles  may  become  relaxed.

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Foreign  Trade  of  India. 


IN  our  issue  of  February  11  (index  folio  225)  we  dealt 
with  the  foreign  trade  of  India  during  1909-10  from  par- 
ticulars furnished  by  the  Director-General  of  Commercial 
Intelligence  at  Calcutta.  Since  then  the  India  Office  has 
issued  in  Blue  Book  form  its  annual  tables  relating  to  the 
trade  of  British  India  for  the  same  period.  These  show  a 
satisfactory  increase,  the  total  sea-borne  trade  being 
236,253,263;.  against  207.323,858/.  in  1908-9.  Of  this 
amount  imports  represented  106,781.239/.,  or  practically 
five  millions  more,  and  exports  129,472,024/.,  or  about 
23,000,000/.  more. 

As  regards  imports  of  merchandise  alone,  there  was  a 
decline  of  2,805.000/.,  the  total  amounting  to  78,038,365/., 
drawn  chiefly  from  the  following  countries  :

Practically  all  the  alum,  bleaching-materials,  borax 
(5,980  cwt.),  copperas,  potash  cyanide,  disinfectants 
(20,227  cwt.),  sal-ammoniac,  soda  compounds,  and  sul- 
phuric acid  were  supplied  by  the  United  Kingdom.  Hong 
Kong  and  China  shipped  the  bulk  of  the  arsenic,  while 
Germany  sent  649  cwt.,  the  latter  country  also  snipping 
9,353  cwt.  calcium  carbide ;  Germany  has  shipped  no 
cyanide  to  India  since  1905-6,  probably  as  the  result  of 
arrangement  with  the  cyanide  trust.  Of  camphor,  Japan 
and  China  supplied  the  bulk,  United  Kingdom  imports 
being  38,898  lb.  Of  proprietary  medicines,  the  United 
Kingdom  supplied  125,260/.  out  of  153,946/.,  a  big  increase 
on  the  previous  year ;  and  of  quinine,  we  supplied 
93,104  lb.  out  of  120,112  lb.  Imports  of  unenumerated 
drugs  and  medicines  amounted  to  190,624/.,  as  against 
174,854/.,  of  which  the  United  Kingdom  shipped  122,170/. 
France  shipped  44,889  lb.  of  saffron.  Among  the  exports, 
the  U.S.A.  was  the  chief  customer  for  saltpetre 
(108,217  cwt.),  and  the  borax  mostly  went  to  China  and 
Hong  Kong.  Belgium  was  the  biggest  buyer  of  acacia 
gums  (10,411  cwt.),  Germany  receiving  7,451  cwt.  and  the 
United  Kingdom  5,233  cwt.  only.

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TRADE  REPORT. 


The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to  pur- 
chase at  the  prices  quoted  here.

IT  cannot  yet  be  said  that  business  shows  any  great 
improvement,  but  signs  are  not  wanting  that  more 
normal  conditions  are  prevailing  in  the  produce  markets. 
The  satisfactory  disposal  of  the  Morocco  problem  would 
go  far  to  assist  matters  in  this  direction.  The  outstanding 
feature  has  been  a  drop  of  7s.  bd.  per  bottle  in  the  official 
price  of  quicksilver,  but  no  change  is  contemplated  in 
mercurials  on  this  occasion.  Opium,  as  anticipated,  shows 
a,  recovery  from  its  lowest  point,  due  to  renewed  American 
and  speculative  buying.  Morphine  is  firm,  and  refined 
camphor  quiet  but  steady.  Copper  sulphate  shows  a  slight 
recovery  for  prompt  delivery,  and  ammonia,  sulphate  is 
easier.  Among  drugs,  balsam  tolu  is  scarce  and  nominal, 
cut  burdock-root  and  valerian  are  almost  unobtainable, 
chamomiles  are  firm  and  unaltered.  Menthol  is  the  subject 
of  speculation  at  irregular  prices.  Lime  and  lemon  juice 
are  entirely  wanting.  Cod-liver  oil  is  decidedly  firmer. 
Among  essential  oils,  American  peppermint  has  a  very  firm 
undertone,  and  buyers  are  waking  up  to  the  fact  that 
prices  are  likely  to  be  maintained,  if  not  advanced.  Eng- 
lish caraway  oil  has  been  reduced,  and  sassafras  is  cheaper 
in  some  quarters.  Spearmint,  French  lavender,  croton, 
cubebs,  and  concrete  orris  oils  are  more  or  less  dearer. 
Star-anise  oil  is  firm.  An  auction  of  first-hand  drugs 
was  held  this  week.

In  Asia  Minor  the  crop  has  a  good  appearance, 
but  in  Portugal  the  outlook  is  bad  in  consequence  of  exces- 
sive rains. 

Opium  shows  a  recovery  from  the  lowest  point  touch, 
a  cable  from  Smyrna  received  on  Wednesday  announcing 
considerable  sales  (quantity  not  stated)  to  America  and

prices  on  the  spot,  including  22s.  for  10  per  cent.,  and  to 
arrive,  offers  are  quite  restricted. 

Since  writing  the  above,  a  further  telegram  has  been 
received  from  Smyrna  to-day,  reporting  "  sales  of  130  cases 
— now  24s.  Zd.  asked — market  continues  to  advance." 
This  business  includes  sales  at  23s.  Qd.  c.i.f.  for  11^  per 
cent.  The  foregoing  amply  verifies  what  we  stated  last 
week — that  on  renewed  buying  prices  would  quickly  recover. 

Writing  on  August  25,  a  Smyrna  correspondent  states 
that  the  sales  amount  to  only  _  four  oases  extra-selected 
Karahissar  at  24s.  M.  for  speculation.  The  position  is  firmly 
maintained,  notwithstanding  the  absence  of  demand.  The 
arrivals  in  Smyrna  to  date  amount  to  515  cases,  against 
2,553  cases  at  the  same  period  last  year.

"The  cases  arrived  in  good  order;  the  prices  realised  wei-e 
38s.  per  cwt.  for  six  cases  and  37s.  6d.  for  ten  cases.  The 
colour  was  considered  a  trifle  pale,  and  the  honey  possessed 
a  rather  grainy  tendency,  but  was  of  fair  flavour.  There  is  a 
good  demand  at  present  for  all  good  and  fine  honey,  as  the 
supplies  of  all  fine  qualities  are  short,  and,  owing  to  bee- 
■disease,  home  production  is  likely  to  be  materially  reduced." 

Italian  Olives  and  Cantharides. 

A  Florence  correspondent,  writing  on  September  4,  informs 
us  that  the  olive  crop  in  Tuscany  shows  remarkable  promise 
for  the  coming  season.  The  yield  is  expected  to  be  about 
double  that  of  last  year,  and  the  quality  of  the  fruit  is  excep- 
tionally good.  "On  inquiring  at  Ponte  a  Etna,  I  found  the 
olive-growers  very  satisfied  with  the  prospects.  The  only 
enemy  they  fear  is  the  fos.  which  causes  the  ripening  fruit. 
'to  wither  and  fall  off.  The  destructive  Moscha  oleata  is 
conspicuous  by  its  absence,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  price 
<>f  the  oil  will  fall  to  normal  figures  again.  In  the  same 
district  I  found  an  old  lady,  who  boasts  ninety-one  years, 
busily  employed  in  gathering  cantharides.  Her  method  of 
procedure  was  to  place  an  open  sack  beneath  the  ash  and 
•olive  boughs  and  shake  the  insects  into  it.  These  contadini 
often  walk  many  miles  in  order  to  dispose  of  the  cantharides 
io  the  more  important  chemists  of  the  large  towns.  The 
price  obtained  varies  from  7f.  to  9f.  per  kilo  ,  which  repre- 
sents a  princely  sum  to  these  poor  people." 
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Japanese  Camphor. 

In  a  British  consular  report  just  issued  on  the  trade  of 
Formosa  for  1910  it  is  stated  that  the  shipments  of  camphor 
during  the  year  totalled  6,451,200  lb.  The  whole  output  of 
camphor  oil  went  to  Japan  for  the  extraction  of  camphor. 
The  vigorous  action  of  the  Government  for  the  subjugation 
of  the  savages  in  the  interior  has  already  opened  up  a  con- 
siderable tract  in  the  north  of  forest  abounding  in  camphor- 
trees,  and  as  at  the  end  of  1910  several  important  tribes  had 
been  subjugated  or  had  surrendered,  the  area  of  forest  land 
brought  under  control  will  be  greatly  increased  during  1911. 
The  quality  of  the  trees  varies  very  considerably,  those  in 
the  north  giving  as  high  as  100  parts  of  camphor  to  75  parts 
of  oil,  while  in  the  extreme  south  the  quantity  of  oil 
obtained  is  400  parts  to  100  parts  of  camphor.  The  opening 
up  of  the  northern  forests  is  therefore  of  great  importance. 
The  planting  of  camphor-trees  is  being  encouraged  by  the 
Government,  seedlings  being  supplied  to  farmers  from  several 
Government  nurseries.  In  dealing  with  the  revenues  from 
the  monopolies  of  the  Japanese  Government  (camphor, 
opium,  tobacco,  and  salt),  the  figures  are  not  separately 
specified  in  the  consular  report,  the  net  revenue  or  profit  to 
the  Government  being  455.000/.  for  the  financial  year  1910-11. 
It  has  always  been  understood  that  there  is  a  large  annual 
deficit  on  the  working  of  the  camphor-monopoly  alone. 

Dutch  Caraway-seed. 

The  caraway-seed  industry  in  Holland  is  the  subject  of  an 
article  in  the  May  issue  of  the  "  Journal  of  the  Board  of 
Agriculture,"  the  information  given  being  based  on  a  memo- 
randum issued  by  the  Dutch  Ministry  for  Foreign  Affairs. 
It  is  stated  that  the  area  under  cultivation  has  recently  been 
greatly  extended,  and  was  about  19,500  acres  in  1910.  The 
crop  is  grown  chiefly  in  North  Holland,  Groningen,  Zeeland, 
and  North  Brabant.  Extended  reference  is  made  as  to 
cultivation,  insect-pests,  harvesting,  yield,  etc.  The  latter 
varies  considerably,  frequently  from  6  to  16  cwt.  per 
acre.  A  crop  of  from  fourteen  to  sixteen  bales  of  50  kilos. 
(110  lb.)  each  per  acre  is  considered  good,  but  not  more  than 
ten  to  twelve  bales  can  be  reckoned  on.  The  average  for  the 
whole  country  is  under  ten  bales,  being  exactly  9A  cwt.  per 
acre  in  1909.  The  plant  is  a  biennial  one,  and  for  this  reason 
is  sown  under  the  cover  of  other  plants,  usually  the  pea.  It 
is  generally  sown  towards  the  end  of  March  or  in  the  begin- 
ning of  April,  and  usually  in  rows  ;  it  blossoms  in  the  second 
half  of  May,  and  is  ripe  towards  the  end  of  June  or  in  the 
beginning  of  July.  At  this  period  the  fruit  has  turned  brown 
and  falls  off  easily.  Although  the  caraway  is  a  biennial,  only 
a.  part  of  the  plant  can  grow  seed-stalks  in  the  second  year. 
On  this  account  the  plants  can  be  allowed  to  remain  a  further 
year  so  as  to  permit  of  seed  being  harvested  that  year  also. 
As  a  rule  this  second  harvest  is  not  so  large  as  the  first  one. 
For  this  reason  this  method  is  only  applied  now  and  again 
in  the  province  of  Groningen.  Germany  is  the  largest  con- 
sumer of  caraway,  and  apart  from  the  production  of  essential 
oil  a  large  quantity  is  used  in  the  distillation  of  kiimmel. 

Olive-crop  Prospects. 

The  British  Acting-Consul  at  Seville  reports,  under  date 
of  August  16.  that  on  the  whole  the  new  olive  crop  in  that 
district  promises  to  be  very  abundant.  A  shortage  is  ex- 
pected in  one  or  two  parts  where,  in  spite  of  the  good 
appearance  of  the  trees,  the  blossoms  failed  to  set.  In  other 
parts  some  damage  has  been  done  by  locusts.  Much  rain 
fell  during  the  spring,  and,  as  the  soil  received  sufficient 
moisture,  the  olives  have  developed  under  very  favourable 
conditions.  The  market  has  fluctuated  considerably,  but  on 
the  whole  prices  have  dropped  steadily. — The  British  Acting- 
Consul  at  Naples  reports,  under  date  of  August  19.  that  the 
olive  crop  in  Apulia  is  estimated  at  about  one-half  of  a 
normal  yield,  or  slightly  better  than  that  of  1910-11.  In 
Calabria  the  outlook  is  fair,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  output 
will  be  fully  three-quarters  of  normal.  The  quality  of  the 
fruit  is  good,  and  up  to  the  present  there  has  been  a  total 
absence  of  the  olive-fly.  Writing  later,  the  Acting-Consul 
states  that,  according  to  the  "  Mattino  "  of  August  22,  the 
olive  crop  is  good  in  Liguria,  Apulia,  and  Sardinia,  but  poor 
in  Umbria  and  particularly  in  Tuscany.  A  serious  crisis  has 
been  caused  in  the  olive-oil  trade  by  the  competition  of  the 
cheaper  oil-seeds. — The  British  Acting  Consul-General  at 
Smyrna  reports,  under  date  of  August  19,  that  the  prospects 
of  the  coming  olive  crop  remain  very  favourable,  but  unless 
some  early  autumn  rains  fall,  the  yield  of  oil  may  eventually 
suffer  a  reduction  of  15  or  20  per  cent.  The  yield  for  the 
whole  of  Asia  Minor,  including  Mitylene,  is  estimated  at 
about  60,000  tuns,  as  against  from  30^000  to  32.000  tuns  last 
winter. — The  British  Acting  Consul-General  at  Canea  (Crete) 
reports,  under  dato  of  August  19,  that  the  Cretan  olive  crop 
promises  very  well,  and  a  good  harvest  is  confidently  ex- 
pected, save  in  the  unlikely  event  of  bad  weather  causing 
damage  to  the  olives  during  the  next  month.  It  is  antici- 
paterl  that  the  qualitv  will  be  good,  and  the  yield  is  esti- 
mated roughly  at  nearly  double  that  of  la»st  year. 
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Heavy  Chemicals. 

A  better  demand  is  being  experienced  in  the  heavy- 
chemical  market  for  both  main  and  miscellaneous  products. 
Export  deliveries  particularly  are  better,  and  special  men- 
tion may  be  made  of  bleaching-powder,  caustic  soda,  and 
salteake.

Iodine-value  of  Patty  Oils. 

Sir, — In  reference  to  Mr.  Parry's  communication  on  this 
subject  in  your  issue  of  last  week,  although  Hiibl,  who 
devised  the  process,  and  Holde,  who  subsequently  investi- 
gated it  further,  both  considered  the  reaction  complete 
after  two  hours'  contact  of  the  oil  with  the  iodine  solution, 
it  is  very  surprising  that  the  new  German  Pharmapopoeia 
should  still  adhere  to  so  short  a  period,  as  it  has  been 
generally  recognised  for  many  years  past,  at  any  rate  in 
this  country,  that  the  reaction  is  not  complete,  even  in 
the  case  of  non-drying  oils,  in  less  than  four  to  six  hours. 
In  the  recently  published  new  edition  of  Sutton's 
"Volumetric  Analysis"  the  time  of  contact  is  given 
as  four  to  six  hours,  and  I  believe  the  usual  custom 
among  analysts  in  this  country  has  long  been  to 
adopt  a  standard  of  four  hours  for  all  except  drying 
and  fish  oils  having  iodine-values  of  over  100,  for 
which  rather  longer  contact  is  necessary.  So  far  as  the. 
new  edition  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  is  concerned,  it 
is  I  think,  very  desirable  that  if  an  official  process  is  to 
be  given  for  the  determination  of  iodine- values,  Wijs's 
iodine-chloride  method  should  be  adopted  in  preference  to 
Hiibl's,  as  the  time  of  contact  is  very  much  less  (from 
thirty  minutes  for  a  non-drying  oil  to  two  hours  for  drying 
oils)  ,  and  the  iodine  solution  is  very  much  more  permanent.

Are  Examinations  Needed  ? 

Sir, — Some  ten  years  ago  I  protested  against  such  letters 
as  that  of  "  Nomen  "  in  last  Saturday's  C.  tt-  D.,  and  I  shall 
be  much  obliged  if  you  will  allow  me  to  testify  against 
croakers  to-day,  even  as  Captain  John  Hawkins  did  in  the 
days  of  "  Westward  Ho  !  "  "  He.  that  is  feeble  and  faint- 
hearted among  you,  let  him  turn  back,"  for  he  is  not  the 
man  for  "  high-class  pharmacee,"  whatever  else  he  may  be 
good  for.  It  cannot  be  too  often  repeated  that  examina- 
tions are  not  the  end  of  knowledge,  but  a  test  of  it ;  in 
our  case  they  are  a  test  to  show  that  a  man  possesses  the 
minimum  of  knowledge  and  of  intellectual  capacity  to 
qualify  him  to  undertake  the  duties  and  responsibilities 
of  an  everyday  pharmacist's  life.  I  am  most  anxious  that 
no  young  men  should  be  deceived  and  led  away  by  such 
letters  as  that  of  "  Nomen  "  and  think  that  they  can  do 
any  good  at  all  as  "  drug-store  keepers  "  or  unqualified 
druggists,  for  I  have  seen  too  many  failures  to  believe 
that  such  things  can  be  made  successful  even  from  a  money 
point  of  view ;  and  from  every  other  aspect  such  conduct  is 
beneath  contempt.  Many  years  ago  you  found  room  in  an 
Educational  Number  for  a  paper  from  me  advocating  the 
study  of  scientific  pharmacy  for  its  own  sake,  and  although 
nowadays  I  sell  yellow  ochre,  which  the  natives  call 
"  lotio  hydr.  flav.,"  pocket-knives,  and  fly-papers,  I  have 
no  reason  to  withdraw  a  single  word  that  I  said  then.  If 
a  chemist's  assistant  or  apprentice  finds  that  he  cannot 
take  an  intelligent  scientific  interest  in  the  things  that  he 
handles,  if  he  finds  that  he  is  satisfied  to  sell  Blank 
powders  or  Parma  violet  without  seeking  to  know  what 
they  are  or  how  they  are  made,  if  "mag.  sulph."  is 
nothing  more  to  him  than  "  salts,"  let  him  go  forth  and 
find  some  other  scope  for  his  energies  than  can  be  found 
in  "  our  trade  "  (I  have  just  run  into  the  shop  to  sell  two- 
pennyworth  of  Valentine  salts  !).  But  if,  on  the  other  hand, 
he  will  seek  knowledge  for  its  own  sake,  if  he  will  study 
for  the  sake  of  knowing,  if  he  will  take  a  scientific  interest 
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in  all  the  details  of  his  daily  work  and  not  be  satisfied 
till  he  knows  the  why  and  wherefore  of  everything  he 
does — for  example,  why  the  camphorated  chalk  sticks  to 
one  side  of  the  bottle  and  not  the  other — then  he  will  find, 
as  recorded  by  "  Cymro  "  in  his  Minor  experience  in  last 
week's  C.  tb  D.  Supplement,  that  the  President  will  "  con- 
gratulate him  on  having  passed  a  very  creditable  examina- 
tion," and  his  life  will  be  brightened  and  his  dignity  and 
self-respect  assured  by  the  consciousness  of  well-attained 
and  well-grounded  knowledge.

Typewritten  Labels. 

Sir, — I  note  there  have  been  three  or  four  letters  in 
your  correspondence  columns  anent  my  short  note  on  the 
use  of  the  typewriter  for  label-writing.  One  pharmacist 
has  written  to  me  direct  inquiring  what  machine  I  use. 
I  use  a  10-guinea  (cash  price)  Blick,  which  I  consider  the 
most  useful  for  chemists ;  they  take  up  little  room,  and 
various  styles  of  type  may  be  used  with  the  same  machine. 
The  Blick  Co.  also  supply  free  an  extra  label-carrier,  both 
with  the  8-guinea  and  other  machines.  This  can  be  slipped 
in,  in  place  of  the  full-sized  carriage,  as  easily  as  changing 
the  type-wheel,  in  a  few  seconds.  I  always  use  script  type 
for  all  dispensing-labels  and  Roman  type  for  accounts.  A 
comparison  of  Mr.  McKellar's  label  and  mine  will  show 
the  advantage,  indicating  the  two  phases  of  the  pharmacist, 
professional  and  trade.  Typing  accounts  takes  about  half 
the  time  of  writing.

Sir  James's  suggestion  to  introduce  the  medica- 
ment by  means  of  a  hypodermic  syringe  works  satisfac- 
torily provided  that  the  creamy  interior  of  the  chocolate 
is  soft,  as  found  in  the  better  class  of  chocolates  supplied 
by  well-known  makers.  The  syringe  best  adapted  for  the 
purpose  is  one  of  the  all-glass  pattern,  that  can  be  readily 
cleansed,  and  boiled  if  necessary.  This  permits  of  the 
same  syringe  being  used  for  different  medicaments — a 
distinct  advantage  over  the  old-fashioned  leather-covered 
piston  type.

For  Tired  Feet.

I  was  labelling  a  large  bottle  of  lot.  acid, 
car.bol.  (1  in  50)  when  the  bottle  came  in  contact  with  the- 
counter.  I  was  wearing  light  slippers  at  the  time,  and  both 
feet  received  a  liberal  quantity  of  solution,  the  cooling  effects- 
of  which  were  apparent  for  several  hours.  In  a  -somewhat 
similar  fashion  the  apple  assaulted  the  late  Sir  Isaac- 
Newton.—/.  II7.  P.  (10/90). 

Itinerant  Drug-vendors. 

The  itinerant  medicine-vendor  is  one  of  the  sights  of  £• 
market-town.

I  had  to  push  my  way- 
through  a  veritable  forest  of  outstretched  arms  that  were 
wildly  gesticulating  for  an  immediate  supply  of  this  modern 
elixir  of  life.

Loss  of  Voice. — For  this  affection  Dr.  Corson  recommends  the 
patient  to  put  a  small  piece  of  borax  (two  or  throe  grains)  into  the 
month  and  let  it  dissolve  slowly.  Speakers  and  singers  about  to 
make  an  unusual  effort  should,  the  night  before,  take  a  glass  ot 
sugared  water  containing  two  drachms  of  potassium  nitrate  (salt- 
petre) in  order  to  induce  free  perspiration. 

"Loss  of  voice"  is  certainly  more  than  an  affection;  it 
is  a  serious  affliction,  fraught  with  serious  consequences,  ana' 
therefore  demanding  the  most  skilful  medical  treatment ;  bui 
how  "two  or  three  grains  of  borax  slowly  dissolved  in  the  I 
mouth"  could  have  any  effect  surpasses  my  comprehension,, 
and  to  take  two  drachms  of  potassium  nitrate  overnight  in- 
order  to  induce  free  perspiration  is  surely  a  solecism,  if  not 
dangerous  during  these  melting  days  and  nights. 

Ear  Troubles. — Attention  to  the  following  rules  would  save  much  - 
pain  to  many,  says  the  "  Family  Doctor":  Never  neglect  a  pain  in  J 
the  ear  ;  bathe  the  surrounding  parts  with  very  lint  water  and  tic  a  J 
flannel  ta'ndnge  over  the  ear.

A  Mysterious  Precipitate. 

Sir, — The  following  prescription  was  handed  in  here  and 
wiade  up  : 

Liq.  Donovani    5.1- 

Spt.  chloroforrni    ^vj. 

Mist,  cam  ph.  ad    3vj- 

After  some  hours  a  red  precipitate  was  thrown  down.  As 
none  of  the  reference-books  I  have  give  any  reason  for  this, 
X  should  feel  obliged  for  any  information  from  you.

[We  have  been  unable  to  obtain  the  precipitate,  although 
■we  have  tried  a  variety  of  waters  in  case  the  water  might 
i>e  the  cause.  When  first  compounded  the  mixture  is  cloudy, 
and  on  standing  it  clears,  with  precipitation  of  salted-out 
•chloroform  and  camphor,  the  latter  being  carried  down  by 
the  heavy  chloroform.  There  is  no  colour  in  this  precipitate. 
The  red  colour  of  your  precipitate  suggests  mercuric  iodide. 
This  of  itself  being  insoluble  in  water  is  only  retained  in 
■solution  in  presence  of  the  arsenious  iodide.  Possibly  a 
^shortage  of  this  in  the  Donovan's  solution  may  account  for

— The 
following  is  the  best  treatment  to  adopt :  Wash  out  the  bowel 
with  enemas  of  warm  water  and  witch-hazel  essence

in  the  meantime  keeping  the  animal  warm  and  quiet:

H.  S.  (147/17). — Moths  in  Furs. — Benzine  or  any  other 
wax  solvent  is  suitable  for  spraying  furs.  The  rationale  is 
that  the  spray  soaks  into  the  skin  of  the  moth-eggs  and 
destroys  their  vitality.  The  benzine  may  be  perfumed. 
Camphor  and  naphthalene  do  not  kill  moths;  they  merely 
prevent  the  insects  penetrating  the  cupboards  containing 
them. 

Mosley  (143/4). — We  are  experimenting  with  the  formulas, 
and  will  report  on  them  ere  long. 

Subscriber  (147/23). — Dispensing  for  German  Sick-clubs. — 
Tho  reply  to  your  inquiry  as  to  whether  high-class  pharma- 
cists in  Germany  do  this  dispensing  is  "  Yes."  Our  German 
correspondent  writes  on  the  subject:  "  Dispensing  on  behalf 
of  the  sick-clubs  is  done  in  every  pharmacy,  and  the  more 
one  can  secure  of  it  the  better,  for  it  forms  a  very  consider- 
able proportion  now  of  the  total  dispensing  work.  Some 
further  details  illustrating  the  great  difference  in  pharmacy 
in  both  countries  may  prove  of  interest.  In  the  first  place, 
as  the  doctors  are  forbidden  to  dispense,  the  compounding  of 
prescriptions  forms  at  feast  three-quarters  of  the  entire  work 
done  in  every  pharmacy  ;  indeed,  counter-sales  figure  always 
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as  a  secondary  consideration,  mainly  because  they  are  less 
profitable  and  not  so  stable.  As  one-fifth  of  the  entire 
population  is  included  in  the  compulsory  insurance  scheme, 
it  follows  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  prescriptions 
written  out  by  the  doctors  are  for  club  patients.  Naturally, 
the  proportion  of  club  prescriptions  to  private  prescriptions 
done  up  in  each  pharmacy  varies  according  to  the  class  of 
people  living  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  pharmacy.  As 
prescription  work  forms  the  backbone  of  the  German  pharma- 
cist's very  existence,  it  follows  that  there  are  no  businesses 
to  compare  in  character  with  English  West-end  pharmacies  or 
provincial  pharmacies  '  with  a  good  reputation  '  for  prescrip- 
tion work.  Further,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  there 
is  only  one  pharmacy  for  every  10.000  inhabitants,  so  that 
there  are  practically  no  pharmacies  situated  in  the  purely 
residential  parts  of  any  town  in  Germany ;  where  a  new 
pharmacy  is  opened,  largely  owing  to  the  system  of  living 
in  flats,  there  is  always  a  large  proportion  of  persons  coming 
under  compulsory  insurance,  so  that  no  pharmacy  is  without 
the  pale  of  club  dispensing.  Owing  to  the  absolute  uni- 
formity so  rigidly  enforced  in  German  pharmacies  there  is 
no  scope  for  building  up  a  reputation  in  any  special  direc- 
tion. Of  course,  in  larger  towns  some  pharmacies  get  a 
"  name  "  for  certain  reasons,  and  many  command  a  rather 
exclusive  clientele,  but  even  these  pharmacies  do  a  very 
large  amount  of  club  work.  In  one  of  the  most  famous 
German  Royal  pharmacies  club  prescription  work  formed 
about  50  per  cent,  of  the  total  dispensing  work  done,  which 
ran  into  three  figures  daily.  In  a  country  pharmacy 
situated  high  up  in  the  mountains,  three  hours'  walk  to  the 
nearest  railway  station,  in  a  village  of  about  2,000  souls, 
with  other  villages  scattered  around  at  some  miles'  distance, 
between  eight  to  twenty  prescriptions  were  made  up  daily  ; 
on  Sundays,  when  the  farm-labourers  and  peasants  had  time 
to  think  of  their  ills,  they  flocked  to  the  two  doctors'  con- 
sulting-rooms, and  the  number  of  prescriptions  used  to  rise 
to  as  many  as  seventy.  Of  the  total,  80  per  cent,  at  least 
were  club  prescriptions.  Sometimes  for  days  no  private 
prescription  would  turn  up.  In  another  village  with  two 
factories,  on  an  average  thirty  prescriptions  were  made  up 
daily,  rising  to  as  many  as  over  100  in  the  winter  months  ; 
at  least  three-quarters  were  for  members  of  the  factory  club, 
insured  f arm-labourers,  and  other  '  Kassenpatientcn.'  There 
is  one  great  advantage  in  club  work,  even  if  you  have  to 
deduct  15  per  cent,  off  the  tariff  charges — the  bills  are  paid 
promptly  !  " 

Subscriber  (145/63). — Vanillin  crystals  dissolve  only  to  a 
very  slight  extent  in  water.  The  best  way  to  use  vanillin 
in_  Custard-powders  (if  you  object  to  spirit  solutions)  is  to 
mix  it  with  the  flour.  Grind  1  oz.  of  the  crystals  with  3  lb. 
of  starch-flour  used  in  making  the  custard-powder.  The  best 
method  of  doing  this  would  be  to  put  the  vanillin  into  a 
mortar  with  double  its  weight  of  the  flour.  Reduce  to 
powder  and  add  the  flour  ounce  by  ounce,  comminuting  well, 
and  finally  sift  two  or  three  times  through  a  hair-sieve.  One 
pound  of  the  resulting  powder  will  be  sufficient  for  1  cwt. 
of  starch-flour,  but  this  you  should  determine  by  experiment- 
ing with  smaller  quantities. 

Hollers  (145/10). — Printing-rollers  Composition. — Follow- 
ing are  several  formulas  for  the  material  used  for  printing- 
rollers  :

The  first  is  most  commonly  employed,  but  the  proportions 
vary,  according  to  locality  and  season,  up  to  3  of  treacle  to 
1  of  glue. 

Derby  (148/68). — We  cannot  advise  in  regard  to  the  train- 
ing of  racehorses. 

Kudos  (143/35)  wants  a  Solution  of  Water-class  that  will 
remain  in  a  plastic  condition  without  the  use  of  glycerin. 
We  doubt  whether  this  can  be  accomplished  without  the 
addition  of  some  hygroscopic  substance.  We  suggest  that 
you  try  a  small  percentage  of  a  colloid,  such  as  quince 
mucilage  or  tragacanth  mucilage,  or  even  common  size. 
These  will  prevent  the  water-glass  from  setting  for  a  time, 
but  they  will  not  do  so  permanently.  Moreover,  the  addi- 
tion of  organic  substances  would  make  the  "  glass "  less 
resistant  to  fire. 

Gasogenc  (146/58). — You  make  your  Lemonade-syrup  too 
strong.  Try  the  following  plan  :  Make  a  syrup  containing 
about  6  lb.  of  sugar  and  salicylic  acid  ^ss.  (as  a  preservative 
in  hot  weather)  in  each  gallon  of  finished  syrup,  and  add 
soluble  essence  of  lemon  Jiss.  and  citric  acid  ^ij.  Of  this 
lemon-syrup  use  1^  oz.  for  each  10-oz.  bottle,  or  4i  oz.  for 
each  30=oz.  syphon.  If  this  is  not  satisfactory,  your  soluble 
essence  of  lemon  is  probably  at  fault. 


H.  S.  (144/2). — Dental  Anesthetic. — We  make  it  a  rule 
not  to  examine  proprietary  preparations,  but  we  may  say 
that  if  the  anaesthetic  mentioned  contains  the  ingredients 
you  name  and  none  other  we  would  not  have  much  faith  in 
its  anaesthetic  powers.  The  combination  is  not  very  scien- 
tific to  look  at.  but,  of  course,  it  might  Work  out  all  right. 
The  carbolic  acid  will  have  a  certain  anaesthetic  effect,  but 
we  think  you  must  have  omitted  to  name  one  of  the  in- 
gredients. One  of  the  very  safest  local  anaesthetics  is  a 
2-per-cent.  solution  of  beta-eueaine  lactate  with  1  of  adrenalin 
in  20,000  or  thereby  of  liquid. 

T.  H.  IF.  (147/55). — Winter  Washes  for  Fruit-trees. — 
There  are  comparatively  few  washes  that  will  admit  of  dilu- 
tion in  the  proportion  of  1  or  2  gals,  to  100  gals.,  but  here  is 
one  that  may  suit  : 

Caustic  Alkali  Winter  WasJi. 

Caustic  soda  (98  per  cent.)       ...  1  lb. 

Caustic  potash  (80  per  cent.)     ...  1  lb.  . 
Common  treacle     ...       ...       ...  Jib. 

Water  to  make  up  to   >  1  gal. 

Dissolve  the  soda  and  potash  separately  in  a  little  water. 
When  cool,  mix  the  two  solutions,  add  the  treacle  and  suffi- 
cient water  to  make  1  gal.  This  must  be  diluted  before  use 
to  100  gals. 

Another  formula  is  in  use  in  which  the  treacle  is  replaced 
by  5  Jb.  of  soft  soap.  Woburn  Winter  Wash,  recommended 
by  Mr.  S.  P.  U.  Pickering,  F.R.S.,  Director  of  the  Woburn 


Experimental  Farm,  may  be  thus  made  : 

Soft  soap      ...    -g  lb. 

Paraffin  ("Solar  distillate")  ...  5  pints 

Caustic  soap  ...       ...       ...  2j  lb. 


Dissolve  the  soap  in  hot  water,  add  the  paraffin,  and 
thoroughly  mix,  after  which  add  the  soda  and  make  up  to 
2  gals. 

One  gallon  makes  50  gals,  of  spraying-solution.

Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago.

Paraffin  Oil  v.  Petroleum. 

At  an  inquest  on  the  death  of  a  man  and  his  wife  from 
burns  due  to  the  explosion  of  a  paraffin-oil  lamp.  Dr.  Odling, 
analytical  chemist.  6  Prince's  Place,  Kennington  Road, 
was  one  of  the  witnesses.  He  said  he  had  experimented  with 
a  part  of  the  explosive  oil  which  had  been  left  untouched 
in  the  can,  and  an  ordinary  sample  of  the  Paraffin  Light 
Company's  oil — first,  by  showing  that  the  explosive  sub- 
stance gave  off  an  explosive  vapour  in  the  ordinary  tempera- 
ture, whereas  the  latter  oil  did  not:  and  secondly,  with 
lighted  matches,  set  the  explosive  oil  in  a  sheet  of  flame.  The 
company's  oil  would  only  burn  like  a  wick.  He  denied  that 
the  explosive  substance  was  paraffin  oil.  It  seemed  a 
dangerous  substitute,  and  to  be  petroleum  oil;  its  gravity 
was  but  about  .794.  but  Young's  patent  paraffin  oil  was 
.820,  making  the  oil  that  exploded  to  be  26  degrees  lower 
than  that  of  Young's. 
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
